States Attorney Emory R. Buckner in 
the first padlock action to be brought 
against any hotel in the city. The 
hotel which is at the northwest corner 
of Fifth Avenue and Eighth Street, 
‘was cited to show cause why it should 

‘ not be. padlocked for illegal sales of 
alcoholic concoctions and also declared 
@ public nuisance. 

The action is aimed not against any 
one or all of its four big dining rooms, 
but against the hotel as a whole. Fed- 
eral prohibition agents, including two 
women, have made’ affidavits that 
they purchased liquors at the Brevoort 
on several occasions. The drinks these 
agents allege they purchased include 
Scotch and rye whisky, creme de 
menthe, cocktails and other mixed 
beverages. 

The hotel is conducted by Raymond 
Orteig, Inc. The officers of the cor- 
poration are Raymond? Ortelg, Ray- 
mond Orteig Jr. and Elie Daution. The 
property upon which the old hotel 

. stands ig owned by the Sailors’. Snug

Papers Not Yet Served. 


Up to the time the United States 
Marshal’s: office closed yesterday the 
papers had not been served upon the 
hotel. The elder Mr. Orteig is out of 
the city, but his son waited at the 
Brevoort antil Jate yesterday after- 
noon awaiting service. He said he re- 
ceived his first intimation of the pad- 
lock suit.from newspaper men and 
had heard ‘nothing whatever from the 
Federal authorities. His attorneys are 
Gillespie & O’Connor, 20 Vesey Street, 
and it was said he left the hotel to 
consult with them concerning his 

~ probable answer to the action. : 

The Brevoort, as has been in the 
case in all other padlock actions, will 
be allowed twenty days to accept a 
six-months. padlock without trial, or 
to file answer that it will defend the 
action. Mr. Orteig would not intimate 
which course he would pursue, 

In September, 1915, the Sailors’ 
Snug Harbor was reported to have 
started a movement to banish liquor 
from all its realty holdings, which in- 
cluded considerable property in the 
district in which the Brevoort is lo- 
cated. The announced plan was to 
refuse leases to all persons desiring 
to lease any of the property for saloon 
or cafe p 

In those days ‘of the legal sale: of 
liquor many of the Brevoort’s patrons 
were apparently dejected as a result 
of this plan until the management 
announced. that the lease at that time 
had ten years to run and that, there- 
fore, the action of the Safiors’ Snug 
.Harbor could not affect the hotel. 


Charges Open Violation. 


In spite of. the proposed ‘‘dry” 
acheme of the Sailors’ Snug Harbor, 
“the Brevoort, under the Orteig.man- 
agement, continued to sell liquor 
openly until prohibition was enacted. 
Since then, presumably; the Sailors’ 
Snug Harbor has been under the im- 
pression that the hotel was obeying 
the prohibition law. Assistant United 
States Attorney Herman Forster, under 
whose direction thé evidence was ob- 
tained, alleges, however, that the Bre- 
voort was violating the Volstead act 
as openly as any supper club or up- 
town cabaret that has since admitted 
its guilt in such connection. 
The papers in the case do not mention 


“ the dates of the alleged purchases of 


liquor by Government agents, but say 
they were made on four occasions. The 
first of these sales, it is alleged, was 
made about six weeks ago to’a woman 
agent of the Government. Later, it is 
charged, men agents also bought sev- 
eral drinks .of various kinds in the 
hotel.

FRIEND BARELY ESCAPES 


He Says Chum Drank Heavily in

Sat up for Telephone ‘Call, 


Philip Hanley, the bell boy who 
showed them to their room, testified 
at the inquest that Hogshead was 
“pretty sober,’ but that Pearson was 
“so drunk he could hardly get up- 
stairs.” 

Hogshead, he’ said, tossed off his 
shoes and threw himself across one 
of the beds to get some sleep. His 
friend insisted upon sitting up and 
smoking. He was waiting, he said, 
for a telephone call from the Ambassa- 
dor Hotel. 

“The next thing I knew,” Hogshead 
explained, ‘‘was when I woke up, chok- 
ing in the smoke and flame.” 

He made his way down stairs. Bell- 
boys came, firemen rushed in, and 
when the flames were out, there amid 
the wreckage, was the body of the 
young millionaire, burned to a crisp. 


Had Tried to Reform Pearson. 


Hogshead said that Pearson and he 
had attended the six-day bicycle races 
and then visited. several cabarets. He 


added that Pearson had been drinki 
heavily. Hogshead declared that 
flames cut him off from Peasson ana 
that he had barely time to save his 
own life. .

lighted windows and has carried on his 
work so boldly as to spread fear and 
consternation throughout the entire 
city. Tonight Omaha is a closed town, 
except for the few drug stores, cigar 
stores, &c., which are open as usual. 

Theatres are open, but are playing to 
empty houses. Even the matinee at- 
tendance is‘affected by the terror. © 
Merchants did not have the usual 
heavy Saturday trade today. The 
crowd was absent, and those who were 
on the floors were not in a buying 
mood. The - Thompson-Belden Com- 
pany, one of the largest department 
stores in the city, has withdrawn its 
newspaper advertising until affairs be- 
come normal.

CITY’S 1926 TAX RATE 
TO BE 2.68 AS IN 1925 
Basic Figure Unchanged, Berry 
Announces, Despite $37,400,- 
000 Increase in Budget. 





Controller Charles w. Berry an- 

nounced yesterday that the city’s basic 
Ftax rate for 1926 would be 2.68, which 
is the same basic rate as that of 1925, 
notwithstanding the fact that the city 
budget of $437,000,000 for 1926 is $37,- 
400,000 in excess. of the budget for 
1925. 
_ This basic rate of 2.68 doesnot in- 
clude asgessments for local improve- 
ments in the five boroughs, which as* 
sessments are collectable with the reg- 
ular taxes and which.usually add a 
few points to the basic levy. 

While the budget increase is $37,- 
400,000 greater for this year, General 
Berry points out that owing to an in- 
crease. of approximately $7,000,000 in 

enera! fund revenues and the increase 

the assessed valuations of taxable 
property, the actual increase in the 
tax levy for this year will be only 
$30,200,000. As a result of the increased 
valuation of taxable realty General 
Berry says the unreserved debt limit 
margin of the oy will be increased 
by more than $100,000,000. 

The Controller points out that the 
city's tax rate consists of three. ele- 
ments, viz.: a rate of 13 points neces- 
sary to pay the State taxes; 66 points 
to provide the payment of principal

Party Leaders Are Anxious to 
End the Session and Prepare 
for the Fall Elections. 


PROGRAM WELL. ADVANCED 


Coolidge. Insists on Italian Debt 
Accord—Hearings on Mine 
Legislation Planned. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Adjourn- 
ment of Congress by June 1 if possible 
or not later than June 10 is the goal 
that Republican leaders have in mind 
in deliberations held from time to time 
to shape the legislative program of the 
session. 

President Coolidge has been apprised 
of the desire of the leaders .in Con- 
gress to get away from Washington 
in June and the plan has received his 
hearty approval. 

Despite optimistic predictions made 

for public consumption, the bli- 
can leaders are looking for a lively 
' fight in the forthcoming November 
elections, particularly in States where 
Senators are to be chosen. For this 
reason the leaders are anxious, to get 
the membership back home, where 
litical fences can be put in order to 
hold back the Democratic marauders. 

With the United States committed to 
participation in the World Court, in 
accordance with the resolution recently 
passed by the Senate, the Tax Revision 
bill ahoxt to be transmitted to. the 
White House for approval and the sup- 
ply bills on their way, the major por- 
tion of the work of this session pas 
been completed. 

As the situation now appears in the 
two houses, there is little in ‘sight, 
aside from the Italian debt-funding ar- 
rangement, that is likely to stir up 
prolonged discussion. The opposition 
in the Senate to acceptance of the Ital- 
ian agreement as it was passed by the 
House is formidable,. but if the will.of 
the Administration prevails, the com- 
pact will be put through before'the ad- 
journment, even if it causes abandon- 
ment of the plan to finish in June. 


Coolidge Firm for Debt Compact. 


The President is represented to be in 
a determined frame of mind in his in- 
sistence that the Senate shall follow 
the lead of the House and accept the 


Italian agreement just as it came from 
the hands of the Debt Commission. 

In addition to the Italian agreement 
there are several matters in the legis- 
lative program outlined in the Presi- 
dent’s December message to Congress 
yet to be considered. Among these are 
bills for the relief of agriculture, legis- 
lation relating to the merchant marine 
and railroad consolidation, the proposal 
that the President shall be vested with 
power to intervene in the coal industry 
when mining activities are suspended 

. by strike conditions, the bill to abolish 
the Railroad Labor Board, and a bill 
that may. be presented later dealing 
with foreign ‘“‘controls’” that regulate 
the output of rubber and other com- 
modities that the United States buys in 
large quantities abroad. 

The bill to abolish the Railroad Labor. 
Board and to substitute for it a sys- 
tem of conciliation, mediation and arbi- 
tration in the adjustment of railroad 
strikes will be brought up in the House 
Tuesday.. The leaders plan to pass it 
without delay, and to hurry it over to 
the Senate where they are confident 
it will be accepted after a brief debate. 

So far as farm legislation is con- 
cerned, that subject is being. threshed 
out. by the Committees on Agriculture 
of the two Houses, and a compromise 
bill providing some form of relief is 
expected to be reported and passed. 
Doubt is expressed that there will be 
any important legislation in this ses- 
sion relative to American shipping or 
in amendment of the Transportation 
act of 1920, although there is a strong 
sentiment favorable to @ bill authoriz- 
ing railroad consolidations as. ad 
wees by the President. 

Action also is expected on a pill ex- 
tending the authority of the Secretary 
of Commerce in the supervision of 
radio transmission and on a bill soon 
to be reported to the House providing 
for the partial introduction of the 
metric system in interstate commercial 
transactions. 


Coal Mine Hearings’ Planned. 


In compliance with recommendations 
made by the President an inquiry will 
be begun soon by the House Interstate 
Commerce Committee with a view to 


setting up Federal machinery to pre- 
vent or settle coal mine strikes. De- 
spite the recent restoration of peace 
in the anthracite .region, the Republi- 
cans believe that a permanent law 
which: may be ‘invoked in times of 
emergency, should be/made available 
for use in’ case there is a recurrence 
of mine labor troubles. 

There is still another subject that 
May come up for consideration at this 
session. Under the terms of aHouse 
resolution the Interstate Commerce 
Committee has just concluded an in- 
quiry into the British rubber control 
and other foreign controls that super- 
vise the exportation of many raw prod- 
ucts. The committee expects to make 
an early report, and may recommend 
appropriate legislation. No indication 
of the plan to be proposed has been 
revealed. 

Aviation has stirred lively debates all 
through this session and the legisla- 
tion that is to. be enacted is pretty 
well marked out. Approximately $36,- 
000,000 is to be made available for air 
extensions in the army and navy. And 
there is at least a prospect that Con- 
gress will approve in, addition a five- 
year building program to’ be handled 
by the Navy Bureau of Aeronautics. 


Democrats Eager to Adjourn. 


Beyond this, aviation legislation 
probably will be limited to the crea- 
tion of a civil Bureau of Aeronautics 
in the Department of Commerce, and 
Assistant Secretaries of Air for the 
Departments of Commerce, War and 
Navy. 

The desire to put up shutters for the 
session in thé near future is shared by 
the leaders of the two parties. The 
campaign managers are anxious to get 
an early start in formulating plans for 
the November elections. .

Exchanged $10,000 Issue for Smaller

She said she 
had faith in him and believed some- 
thing must have happened to him. 

Corbett. accompanied by J. A. Rip- 
pel, a nephew of the head of the con- 
cern, left the company’s office shortly 
ny win noon on Friday carrying the 

berty bonds of the Yenird issue to 
go to the office of C. F. Childs & Co. 
at 120 Broadway, Manhatta#, to have 
them exchanged for bonds of the 
fourth issue. After delivering the 
bonds at the New York office the 
two men separated, agreeing to meet 
there again at 2 o’cjock to bring the 
exchanged securities back to Newark. 

When Rippel went to the office at 
the appointed time he discovered that 
Corbett had obtained the bonds and 
left. That was the last the company 
heard. of him. 

Detectives learned yesterday that

Corbett after leaving the Broadway 
office went directly to the Federal 
Reserve Bank in New York and there 
exchanged seven $10,000 bonds for 
others in. denominations from $1,000 to 
$100. He was next seen emerging from 

the National Newark and Essex Bank 
after he had counted the bonds there. 
Then he went to the Merchants and 
Manufacturers Bank in Newark, where 
he attempted to cash a check for 
$1,300 ‘made payable to the Rippel con- 
cern. The cashier refused to accept 
the check. 

According to the police the messenger 
next appeared at the brok e office 
of Outwater & Wells in Jersey City, 
where he cashed two of the $100 Lib- 
erty bonds. All trace of the messenger 


avas then lost. 





MADRID SEEKSTOEND . 
‘SPANISH TRUNK’ FRAUD 


Severe Penalties to Be Imposed 
Under New Plan for 
Expediting Justice.

Special Cable to Top New York Times, 
MADRID, Feb. 20.—The Spanish Gov- 
ernment is entering on an era of 
sterner application of the criminal 
code in order to put an end to the 
long period of stagnation in the met- 
ing out of justice, which is considered 
due to former administrative laxity. 
One of the first duties of the military 
Directorate was to reform the adminis- 
tration. Now it is reorganized along 
more solid lines and penalties for all 
sorts of offenses will be increased. 
The- general punishment for swin- 
dling and blackmail at present is two 
years imprisonment, but new legis- 
lation will provide a scale of prison 
terms up to twenty years in the case 
of swindling £,000 pesetas or more. 
The Directorate intends to direct 
especial efforts to abolishing the trick 
known throughout Europe as the 
“Spanish trunk” swindle, to the detri- 
ment.of the national reputation. The 
trick consists in writing letters abroad 
supposedly from a prison, saying a 
convict hid in a certain place a trunk 
containing a fortune and that the 
place will be revealed if an advance of 
several thousand pesetas is made. Al- 
though the proposition sounds unrea- 
sonable hundreds of dupes take it up 
yearly.

Upper Adige 
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PARIS, Feb. 20.—The Norwegian en- 
gineer Martens is now on his way to 
France to direct the building of the 
special automotive sledges which will 
carry the French expedition and its 
scout planes in an attempt to reach 
the North Pole next June. Secrecy 
sutrounds the building of the sledges, 
which are being constructed in two 
separate automobile factories, but it 
is revealed that the explorers expect 
to travel twelve kilometers an hour, 
although it is estimated that a speed 


‘of 20 kilometers could be maintained. 


The French expedition should not 
properly -be termed a polar flight, al- 
though two hydroplanes form part of 
the equipment. The purpose of the 
planes is to reconnoitre within a fifty- 


kilometer circle around the Pole for }- 


scientific research, and also to ay SS for 
assistance if needed. Each plane will 
have folding Wings and will carry = 
persons and a large gas supply, and 
after the ar area and the unknown 
area ndérth of Alaska have been ex- 
— by the sledges the planes will 
eave for Point Barrow, whence they 
will fly to and fro until the sledges 
have arrived. Then they expect to 
fly to New York. An alternative base 
will be Thule, north of Greenland. 

The French expedition expects to sail 
in an ice breaker via Dunkirk to Spits- 
bergen, and thence to some point on 
the ice bank. Over the ice fields the 
six sledges, with trailers, will then at- 
tempt to reach the Pole, where the 
expedition hopes to spend several 
weeks. 

One sledge will be smaller and faster 
than the others, Two will carry the 
airplanes and three the personnel, ma- 
terial and food. The trailers will carry 
large gasoline tanks, with insulation 
between each tank and anti-freezing 


devices. Six tons of gasoline will be, 


carried and the whole trip is expected 
to last three months from the time of 
leaving the ship. 

The seaplanes used cannot land on 
rough ice, but @ special landing place 
will be smoothed out where necessary 
to launch the planes. The sledges will 
be placed atone each side of the land- 
ing place in order to facilitate identifi- 
cation while the seaplanes are in the 

air, and smoke bombs will be used for 
signaling purposes, as the whole trip 
will be made in the daylight period. 
Besson seaplanes have been selected 
by the expedition, and they can be pre- 
pared for flight in one hour. A pack- 
ing case is designed to be a hangar 
when the planes are not in use. 

The main purpose of the expedition 
is scientific research, and complete 
plans have been drawn wu bo covering the 
investigations to be m during the 
trip. The duties of the scientists will 
include studies in physical geography, 
f€eology, glaceology, paleontology, phys- 
ical oceanography, meteorology, acti- 
nometry, magnetic and electric fields, 
biology, entémology and zoology. The 
well-known explorer, Charcot, is col- 
laborating with the two doctors in the 
party in connection with special med- 
ical; investigations they expect to 
make.

Speculators in Germany and Austria 
as well as in Holland had sold millions 
of francs they did not have, and when 
agents of the French Government 
bought up offerings and then called 
for delivery there was a rush to buy, 
with results which are now history. 

But at the present time experts say 
there is very little short selling of 
francs and that the drop’in New York 
started when holders began selling 
francs ton had bought two months 
ago, believing in a rise. But it is be- 
lieved they are selling francs they 
have instead of francs they have not. 
Under these condition, unless the 
Government is absolutely sure of. the 
success of its financial program, inter- 
vention on a. large scale might well 
bring heavy losses. 

The swelling public demand for par- 
liamentary action to balance the budget 
gives the best prospect for a way 
being found out of the deadlock which 
now exists. The Senate Finance Com~- 
mittee ifttends to report to the upper 
house on Tuesday and M. Briand will 
try to get a vote by Thursday night.

TO STOP OYSTER WATERING. 


State. Moves to End, Violations of 
Liquid Content Law. - 
Spectal to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Feb. 20.—Steps are being 
taken to apprehend violators of the 
law who permit water to remain in 
oysters, Berne A. Pyrke, Commis- 
sioner of Farms and. Markets, an- 
nounced today. He said that an in- 
vestigation of this practice was under 
way and that samples had been taken 
toythe Bureau of Chemistry to de- 
termine the liquid content.» Samples 
have been taken in Western and 

Southeastern New York. 

After oysters are removed from the 
shell they are placed in containers and 
referred to as “solid meats.” There is 
little liquid at this time, possibly not 
more than 5 per centi Oysters and 
scallops will absorb’. considerable 
quantity of fresh water. - 

It was found that scallops had been 
“watered” in many instances and fif- 
teen delinquents were summoned 
court recently and judgments found 
against ,them. : ; 

The Farms and Markets law pro- 
vides that’ “‘every person engaged in 
putting up oysters for sale shall not 
hold more than 10 per cent. of liquid.” 
Under the old law 25 per cent. of liquid 
was permitted, but the law was 
amended last year. Some .samples 
showed only about 9 per cent, of solids, 
when thcy should be 18 per cent.

Considered Case a Month. 


Hutchings then sued out the writ 
before Justice Levy, who has been con- 
sidering the case for a month, during 
which time Hutchings has been at lib- 
erty under $1,000 bail. Justice Levy 
‘was informed that the release of the 
prisoner in California was made upon 

assurance that he would come to 
New York to accept employment of- 
fered him by John H. Perry, Presi- 
dent of the American Press Associa- 
tion.: He was so employed when Gov- 
ernor Richardson took up the case and 
demanded the return of Hutchings to 
San Quentin Prison. Counsel for the 
prisoner told Justice Levy the demand 
was the outcome of a political fight 
between the California Governor and 
strict Attorney Keyes of Los An- 
County, ‘where Hutchings was 
convicted of taking $51,000 from an 
Illinois farmer in a confidence scheme. 

Justice Levy said in his opinion that 
Hutchings was not a fugitive from 
justice from California, as alleged. in 
the extradition warrant, because he 
had been, in effect, forced to leave the 
Western State to come to New York. 
a6. The Justice’s Contention. 

{He never ‘fled’ from or ‘left’ Cali- 
fornia,”’ Justice Levy said, “‘and in 
that respect very likely still is under 
what may be termed. paradoxically 
perhaps, the moral jurisdiction of that 
Statg. His presence in New York is, 
so to’speak, in expiation and comple- 
tion of his sentence. While there may 
be no doubt that the State of Califor- 
nia has the right to reyoke his parole 
and thus change the manner in which 
he is to complete the sentence, it is 
powerless to enforce his extradition 
even for this purpose, by reason of its 
failure to show that he is a fugitive 
from justice. j

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 (%).—The In- 
dependent Wireless CompAny asked 
the Supreme Court today for a rehear-

The Court held that the Radio Cor- 
poration of America, as the exclusive 
licensee of the De Forest Radio Telé- 
phone and Telégraph Company, had 
the right to make the De Forest Com- 
pany a party to suits it brought for, 
alleged ‘infringements of patents upon 
the De Forest radio tubes. ' 

The Independent Wireless Telegraph 
Company contended that the Court had 
erroneously held that the radio corpo- 
ration had obtained from the De Forest 
Company “exclusive rights to use and 
sell in the United States, for radio 
purpose, apparatus for transmission of 
messages, and especially for use_be- 
tween ship and shore, for pay.” 

Unless the error is corrected, it as- 
serted, the decision will become a prec- 
edent for construing licenses such as 
that held by the radio corporation to 
be exclusive in the sense that they 
confer the right to sue on a patent.

Brooklyn holding A. B. Leach & Co. 
and Arthur B. Leach, President of/the 
corporation, responsible for alleged 
“fraudulent representations in the sale 
of the $5,000,000 bond issue of the Na- 
tipnal Oil Company of New Jersey in 
1919. 

The suit was brought by Henry S. 
Hotaling, a hay and grain dealer. He 
asserted that he bought a $1,00@ bond 

. for $995 on assurancé frrom the Leach 

company that the bond issue was a 
first lien on all the property of the 
company, consisting of a fleet of oil 
ships worth $5,000,000, property in 
-Mexico, Texas and Louisiana valued 
at more than $8,000,000 and $3,000,000 
in cash, . 

Justice Bogenshutz who took 1,300 
pages of testimony and examined 500 
pages of exhibits, handed down his 
decision on Tuesday. He granted judg- 
ment against the Leach corporation 
and Arthur B.. Leach individually for 
$1,184.. This sum represents the differ- 
ence between the sum paid for the 
bond, the interest paid and $5.34 -re-| 

ved by Hotaling as his share of the f 

of the assets of the National Oil 

dle in foreclosure proceedings, 
with, interest and costs. 

The case was one. of several test 
actions brought in the Municipal Court 
“to determine liability on actions pend- 

ing and on claims by other bond- 
holders, aggregating nearly $500,000 
on the sale of National Oil securities, 
Mr. Hotaling was represehted by A. 
Gordon Murray, with John B. Doyle 
a trial counsel, while Max D. Steuer 
was trial counsel for the Leach com- 
pany, and associated with him were

Leach & Co. to Appeal. 


A. B. Leach & Co. have announced 
that an immediate appeal will be taken 
from the decision of Justice Bogen- 
shutz, asserting that his decision is 
contrary to twa previous rulings.. In 
a suit of Watson vs. Leach in the 
First District Municipal.Court in Man- 
hattan a jury brought in a verdict for 
the defendants on .heir contention that 
the plaintiff had not ‘been able to prove 
the {poe of his damage because of 
lack Of proof as to the actual value of 
the bond at the time he paid $995 for 
it. Justice Bogenshutz’s opinion held 
that. the actual value was the sum 
the buyer eventually received for it. 
~ In another case in the Supreme Court 
at Syracuse the trial Judge held that 
sufficient fraud had been proved to 
entitle the case to go to the jury, but 
upheld the defendants as to the meas- 
ure of damages. 

The opinion of Justice Bogenshutz 
contains a history of the flotation by 
the Leach company of the $5,000,000 
National Oil Company bond issue, 
Hotgling charged fraud and deceit by 
the sellef, and in the bill of particulars, 
demanded from him by the Leach 
company, he said he was induced to 
buy the ‘bond by fraudulent represen- 
tation niade orally by a salesman and 


in a printed circular in the form of a 


prospectus. 

dustice Bogenshutz said that in Sep- 
, tember, 1919, the National Oil Com- 
pany sent to Arthur B. Leach a de- 
tailed statement of its property in Mex- 
ico, Texas and Louisiana, including oil 
‘wells, equipment and refineries, with a 
prosperous shipyard and a number of 
vessels under construction and already 
built for the transportation of oil. The 
communication was sent in response 
to a request from Mr. Leach in con- 
‘nection with the flotation of ‘the 
$5,000,000 bond issue. 

The opinion says that A. B. Leach 
& Co. bought the bond issue, together 





with $3,750,000 of National Oil Com- 
| pany stock, for $4,600,000, after which 
1m securities were offered to the pub- 
lic. In connection with the offer, the 
Court -says the Leach company issued 
a circular w ich said that the bonds 
were a first lien on all properties, 
consisting’ of $14,551,921; 'that the com- 
pany had a surplus of $1,428,848, had 
net current assets equal to 135 per 
cent. of the Psagpaann yd issue and net 
tangible ual to 438 per cent. 
of the entire rig Be issue. 

This circular also said that the Na- 
tional Oil Company had a fleet of 
vessels worth $4,200,000, which were 
insured for the benefit of the bond- 
holders. The circular also said that

lar dividends a at the rate of 8 per cent. 

Mr. Hotaling bought’ the bond on 
Jan. 23, 1920. He paid $995.56, and 
thereafter received a total interest oi 
$123.86. He sued for the difference be- 
tween these sums. 

The National Oil Company went into 
receivership in December, 1021. Sub- 
sequently, the plaintiff was induced to 
deposit his bond with a committee or- 
ganized by the Leach company and to 
pay - $150, te which he received a cer- 
tificate of stock in.a new company. 
‘The Court said that. what this new 
stock consisted of was shot disclosed 
by tie evidence. -

~! false representations that bonds are se- 
cured and safeguarded by a valuable 
collateral, which representations are 
made as an imducement to buy, the 
persons responsible are Hable. Justice 
Bogenshutz then said: 

“In .the instant case the plaintiff 
sought truthful and reliable.informa- 
tion before he bought the bond. De- 
fendant owed a duty to the plaintiff to 
speak the truth, not literally in words, 
but truthfully in substance. That the 
individual defendant, Arthur B. Leach, 
not only had personal knowledge of the 
issuance of the circular prospectus, but 
was in fact the moving spirit in its 
preparation and circulation to the pub- 
lic, was fully established by the evi- 
dence. Consequently he is individually 
liable as a promoter for any false 
statement contained in it.” 

In deciding tWe-defendants were 
guilty of false representation Justice 
Bogenshutz. said: 

“T have made an exhaustive study of 
the evidence and find that the circular 
prospectus contained material represen- 
tations far beyond .what ordinarily 
might be consideréd mere expression of 
opinion. From every fair and reason- 
able inference deductible in the light of 
every material circumstance that at- 
tended the entire transaction I have 
further reached the finding that sub- 
stantially all of the representations 
were false and untrue, that defendants 
knew they were false when they issued 
the prospectus’ and that they were 
made to deceive. Plaintiff in reliance 
on their being true made his purchase 
and suffered damage.”’

Dr. Baadé Will Make Special

The German astronomer expects to 
spend several months at Harvard with 
Dr. Shipley and then to carry on his 
work at other observatories. 

When questiened about the astronom- 
ical and other scientific facilities in 
Germany since the war, Dr. Baade 
said that for several years after the 
armistice Germany had been in teo 
precarious a position financially to 
hother much about -sctentific equip- 
ment. 

‘But we are back on our feet now,’’ 
he continued, “and we have reached 
our pre-war standing.. We are pro- 
ducing some very fine instruments, 
but at present we have nothing which 
can rival the great American obserya- 
tories. 

‘During the war astronomical study 
in my country was at a standstill. In 
fact, I was the orly astronomer who 
Was carrying on my work, and that 
was only because I had a physical dis- 
ability.”

~More than half of the graduates of 
Smith College are married, and the 
percentage, of children is 1:5 per cent. 


per marriage. \Figures based on sta- 
tistics comipiled for the alumnae ‘cata- 
logue- were made public today as tend- 
ing to disprove the belief that educated 
women do not marry, or, having mar- 
ried, do not have children. The actual 
percentage of married alumnae is 50.1 
per -cent, 

Of the 10,343 persons who have grad- 
uated from Smith, 9,894 are living. The 
first class, graduated in 1879, boasted

Written by Walter Breede Jr., editor 
in chief, the editorial appears ‘In an 
issue which, an explanatory note says, 
is “one that has been printed without 
the supervision of Miss Emily Curtis 
Robbins, the school publication cen- 
sor.” It is headed ‘‘The Morale of the 
School—Is it Breaking Down?” 
|. “While my statements are worded 

somewhat strongly,’’ Editor Breede, a 
senior, said today, “they are not a 
eriticism of the Faculty, but‘were writ- 
ten in an effort to aid the Faculty in 
awakening some of the students to a 
sense of their responsibilities toward 
the school.”’ 

Part of the editorial that has stirred 
school circles follows: 

“It should therefore be of great con- 


has been a marked decline in the mo- 
rale of the school and that the present 
graduating class has been adjudged 
the poorest in years. Evidences of this 
decline are many and prominent. A 
student service league and honor sys- 
tem have failed, cafeteria and unsu- 
pervised study rooms are scenes of 
misconduct and rough house, athletic 
teams of. championship calibre break 
training and come out at the bottom;

DESCRIBES HIS METHOD 


Suggests Big Kite to Carry Line to 
Sinking Ships and Adaption of 
Breeches Buoy to Save Men. 


Dr. Miller Reesé Hutchison, consylt- 
ing engineer and constituent member 
of the Naval Consulting Board, is au- 
thority, for the statement that if the 
steamship President Rodsevelt had car- 
ried a simple device, which he believes 
should be meade a compulsory part of 
every seagoing ship’s equipment, she 
could have rescued| within six hours 
all the men of the freighter Antinoe 
without the loss of a single life or the 
use of the ship’s boats. Z 

Dr. Hutchison for sixteen’ years was 
the chief, engineer of the Edison 
Laboratories and the close personal 
and technical associate of Mr. Edison. 
In the application of electricity to the 
sphere of acoustics he is the author of 
many notable inventions, including the 


Klaxon automobile alarm horn and the 
akouphone and acousticon, devices for 
facilitating the hearing of the deaf. 
Throughout the war he was active in 
the work of the Naval Advisory Board, 
a body which was organiz in his 
home in Llewellyn Park, N. J., close 
to the home of Mr.-Edison, He is now 
the head of Miller Reese Hutchison, 
Inc., with offices and laboratory in 
90 West Street. 


‘Utilises Kite and Breeches Buoy. 


For réscue work at sea Dr. Hutchison 
would utilize a combination of kite fly- 
ing with the principle ofthe breeches 
buoy. The necessary paraphernalia, 
he declares, is s0 simple that a child 
‘can understand it and any company of 
able seamen could successfully operate 
it. For establishing primary contact 
between ship and ship in deep water 
rescues, or between ship and shore in 
coastwise salvage, he would supplant, 
or at least supplement, with a flying 
kite the use of the Lyle gun, which in 
the case of the President Roosevelt re> 
peatedly proved untrustworthy. 

For secondary contact and for trans- 
port between ship and ship or between 
ship and shore he would employ the 
breechés buoy, a device already in 
common use at all life-saving stations 
of the United States Coast Guard ser- 
vice, utilizing it in much the same way 
that ships now are coaled at sea, even 
in heavy weather. He contends that 
this device would be serviceable in 
conditions where the manning of a res- 
cuing vesgel’s lifeboats involves ex- 
treme hazard. 

At the request of TH Times,. Dr. 
Hutchison yesterday explained his idea 
in, detail and illustrated it with 
&ketches. ‘‘We read constantly,’ he 
said, ‘‘of ships driving ashore in on- 
shore winds or gales and of the inabil- 
ity of the life-saving crews to shoot 
lines successfully against the force of 
the wind from the shore to the ship. 
Nobody seems to have thought of the 
simple expedient of carrying aboard all 
ren knock-down kites which, if util- 
ized, would safely and speedily carry 
® line from thé luckless ship to the 
shore. It would do this bécause when- 
ever so high a. sea is that a 
boat eannot be launched from the lee- 
ward side of a vessel aground on reef 
or sandbar, there is usually a strong 
wind blowing toward the shore. 


Would Send Rope by Kite. 


“Every schoolboy knows that when a 
kite is hoisted in a wholesale breeze it 
pulls. The larger the kite and thé 
stronger thé breeze the harder it pulls. 
The Navy Department some years ago 
made many experiments with man- 
carrying kites, and by émploying sev- 
efal large kites, rigged in tandem, men 
were hoisted many feet into the air. 
When a kite is hoisted a string or 
cable, of as light weight as is consis- 
tent with strength, is used. This is 
to get the kite up into the air where 
the wind is more steady than close to 
earth. After a kite is thus hoisted 
@ much heavier line may be attached 
to the kite line, and/if the heavier line 
be paid out, let us say, into the water, 
the kite, still up in.the air and pulling 
in the direction in which it is being 
blown by the. wind, will pull such a

“Such a kite should be carried in a 
weatherproof tube, as are charts. 
When several component parts arfe 
necessary for*the proper operation of 
any piece of apparatus they should be 
kept together; so the kite cord should 
be kept with the kite. We therefore 
can make the case itself be a reel on 
which the kite cord is wound. When 
the kite is wrapped ready for insertion 
in the tube, a complete set of direc- 
tions can be included; or'they can be 
printed on the fabric of the kite itself. 

“The reel-tube must have a device 
attached to the roof of a deckhouse at 
or near the stern, preferably by means 
of which the cord can be unwound 
against the friction of a manually 
operated brake after the kité is sent 
into the air. The bottom end of the 
cord is attached to the reel-tube, so 
that it will not get away when all has 
been reeled out; but it is then easily 
detached from the reel and aftached to 
a heavier rope, forming the first of 
what may be a sertes of ropes of in- 
creasing size sent over to the objective 
point—the kite landing the end of the 
small rope, which can be used to pull 
the next size of rope over by those on 
the other end. 

“When the kite is hoisted and all its 
cord is paid out the end of the reel- 
tube is attached to the end of the kite 
line and heavier rope.

CONDEMNS RURAL SCHOOLS. 


Finance Commission Says Some 
Were Built Before 1825. 


Most of the one-teacher schools in 
the rural districts of the State are an- 
tiquated and unsanitary, according to 
a report just made public by the 
Commission on School Finance and 
Administration.

‘no hardship upon him when the bail 
is small. Oftimes the surety company 
that has signed the bond is given full 
eee so that it is amply insured 


‘The facilities of the Government is 
totally inadequate to apprehend fugi- 
tives.’ Cases are ing: in this dis- 
trict where men ve been fugitives 
for eight or ten years and the very 
basis of the nolle prosequi subsequent- 
ly filed is the inability of the Govern- 
ment to apprehend the defendant. 

“These ugitives under different 
names continue their criminal careers 
in districts remote from their usual 
baun nts. 

“So that bail is a matter of grave 
public concern. It is.a human thing 

to permit those who are accused of 
crime and presumed to be innocent 
until proven guilty to have the same 
rights as an ordinary citizen in the 
community, but the bail should at 
least be fixed at such a substantial 
sum in the light of all the surrounding 
circumstances and conditions in the 
particular case as would compel a de- 
fendant to appear when wanted and 
prevent his flight.”

The practical “problem of ‘modern 
parliamentary government is not 80 
much to protect minorities as to insure’

quoted is from an article by Professor 
Moritz J. BoNnN, well known for his 
Writings on European democracy. — In- 
deed, all his references are to conditions 
in the Parliaments of Europe. Those 
representative bodies are more and more 
falling under popular disapproval.- They 
seem to be suffering from some mys- 
terious rao. Perhaps the most con- 
spicuous sles are furnished: just 
now. by Pranet and Germany. Both the 
Chamber. of Deputies’ and the Reichstag 
appear.to be dicabledand made almost 
impotent. at ‘times- by. the want of a $om- 
pact and disefplined Inajority party able 
to. express and enforce its will.

At Genoa or Rapallo the Germans has- | 


tened to make a treaty with Moscow, 
with a view to economic as well as 
political advantages for German enter- 
prise in Russia. For some time after 
Genoa the world’s “ need ” of Russia was 
strongly enough felt’ in England to bring. 
about recognition of the Soviet Govern 
ment by Ramsay MacDonap. It ‘is 
within the last year and a half, and 
precisely after British disappointment 
with the results of recognition, that 
world epinion has steadily swung in the 
direction complained of by Mr. Raxkov- 
SKY. It is true that today the leading 
nations of Europe are much less acutely 
aware of their “need” of Russia. 

The - reasons for the change’ are 
familiar, In the first place, a soberer 
view than Luoyp GeorGE’s bursting 
granaries.is how taken of Russia’s po- 
tential contributions to the economic life 
of the world. But a more important 
factor has been the conditions under 
which the nations recognize they must do 
business with Russia, Such business

Now the “capitalist” is 
encouraged, and now he is taxed out of 
existence.

Policy has been swinging back toward a 
‘new communism, and the: new commu- 
nism has been discarded for a New-New, 
Economic Policy. 

It is in the face of Russian uncertain- 
ties, and not infrequently Soviet man- 
ners, that. the outside world has been 
driven to conclude that it , does not 
“need” Russia as badly as all. that. No 
one will deny that in the normal sense 
the nations ‘need: Russia. A much 
smaller country than the Soviet Union 
might by its presence or absence affect 
the general state of world economics and 
trade. But it is a question of degree. 
In behalf of- American opinion the 
was pointedly stated in a*symposium in 
the February number of Current His- 
tory upon which comment has already 
been made on this page. ‘One American 
business man asked bluntly why we 
should put money into Russia if we-can 
do business elsewhere without the risks’ 
of.repudiation, confiscation and general

MAGISTRATE OF THE 
PALATE. 


Anniversaries tread on each other’s 
kibes; but occasionally, as Mr.. EMERSON 
said, “ One golden word leaps out trium- 
phant from all these painted pedantries.” 
ANTHELME BRILLAT - SAVARIN, 
lawyer, ‘politician, magistrate, literary 
“gent,” said that golden word: “Tell 
“me what you eat, and I will tell you 
“what -you are.” More than golden, 
chryselephantine; and let Pascat and 
Descartes go hang! The world knows 
its benefactors. This lawyer and Judge,. 
this member of the Constituent Assem- 
bly, owes his place with posterity to 
his anonymous “Physiology of Taste,” 
which appeared in 1825, the year before 
his death. Grateful to this philosopher 
of one of the great arts’of France,.Paris 
has just set up a centennial memorial 
tablet at the house where he died, corner 
of Rue de Richelieu and Rue des Filles- 
Saint-Thomas. He was ovér here after 
his escape from the Terror and a sojourn 
in ‘Switzerland; in the 1790s. The Café 
Savarin preserved his name and some 
of “his good ‘ traditions. 

Has his history here been traced? We 4 
know no more of it than that he is said . 
to have taught Fyench; and to have 
played some instrument in the orchestra . 
of a New York-theatre. -Paris, in its 
blindness, commemorated him with ideas 
and in words not at present acceptable 
to us, happy dwellers in a country which 
has sacrificed refinements in the hal- 
lowed name of the Anti-Saloon League. 
M. ‘GUILLAUMIN, President of the Munic- ’ 
ipal Council, uttered these regrettable 
sentiments : 

In a thousand different forms, gross 
or subtle, barbarism threatens and be- 
sieges us: It bas undertaken to give us a 
distaste for our French wines, an honor 
to-our- country, under the ,pretense “that 


they contain alcohol, a poison. As if 
use were abuse! As if a good. meal 


indigestion! ‘Let us give no ear, gentle- 
be. sincerely

A MASTER TEACHER. 

- Seldom does a-teacher have such -rec- 
ognition from his own profession as has 
been given Dr. EDWARD Lee THORNDIKE, 
who, just past 50, has finished twenty- 
five years, of. incessant sérvice in the 
cause of education and has a sure place’ 
in its history, whieh cannot. be written 
“ without giving prominence to his name.” 
One of his’ fellow-psychologists. and 
teachers, now a dean ih a mid-Western 
university, said of him that no school is 
uninflu and no. humanistie science 
is unaffected by his labor. A celbbra- 
tion beginning at high noon and extend- 
ing through the rest of the day ‘into the 
night. was held in his honor on Friday 
at Teachers College. Messages came by 
telegraph and fetter from near and dis- 
tant parts of the world. A volume of 
tributes from those best able to appraise 
his. vayied activity and incredible pro- 
ductivity, together with a bibliography 
of “some thirty: books and three hun- 
dred articles,” has been published to 
mark the end of a quarter ceritury which 
finds him going on with tireless energy 
in researches: which his “ prodigious in- 


.tellect ” “is - ever’ projecting for itself. 


Thousands of graduate students who 
have studied under him are scattered 
over the world and hundreds of thou- 
sands of ‘school teachers, principals. and « 
superintendents, college professors, and 
even laymen, who have neyer seen him 
or heard ‘this voice, have, as Président 
SuzzaLo of the University of Washing- 
ton. says, modified their thought and 
practice in edutation. under ae 
fluencitig currents of his mind: 
one writing of “Thorndike in FE a » 
testifies that his is one.of the four or 
five best known foreign names in edu- | 
eational circles in that land, and»adds 
that to.write an account of his influence 
in that country would be writing the 
history of the new educational 
ment in China during the last six’ years, 
for many of the leaders in that movement 
are “ Thorndike disciples,” 

Dr. THORNDIKE. hegan to develop his 


“jaws of learning” through his tfe- 


searches in.the field of animal -intelli- 
gence—studying not only~their sagacity 
but, their stupidity. “ Never,” said he 
early in this period, “will you get. a 
“better psychological subject than a 
“hungry, cat.” ‘Years later he an- 
nounced the conclusion, in terms of the 
human mind, that “the work of educa- 
“tion is ‘to make desirable activities 
“pleasurable and to inhibit their op- 
“ posites by discomfort,” which quite con- 
travenes the philosophy of. those who 
seek perfection of character and fruitful 
achievement through doing what they 
most dislike to do. But Bs af 
THORNDIKE’S pupils, now a professor of 
education in a Canadian university, re- 
marks: “ Practice does not make

Much Future Financing Expected te 
Be Arranged Under the Plan—, 
Monéy Is-for Public Works. 





A consolidation of thé credit -re- 
sources of mére than 3,000 cities, 
towns and mun‘cipajities in Germany | § 
was announced yesterday as the “basis 


under which an American loan of $15,- * 


000,000 has-been arranged. The action 
has been the subject of negotiations in 
Germany for more than. a yeaf, and 
cable dispatches were received in Wall 
Street yesterday saying that all the de- 
tails had been completa. / 

The new system, which may be ap- 
plied in the future to the bulk of for- 
eign borrowing to be-done by German 
cities, is welcomed alike by the Ameri- 
can bankers interested in this type of 
businesa”and by the German Govern- 
ment. Td the bankers it offers the 
advantages of a clearing house through 
which German loans can be arranged 
with the assurance that the amounts 
desired are conservative and carry: 
ample security. The Central Govern- 
ment will benefit ‘hy the close super- 
vision it provides over all municipal 
loans, which have. been held down to 
& minimum ‘and' must be confined to 
necessary revenue-producing purposes. 

Since the suggestion was,first made 
the Council of Foreign Loans of the 
Ministry, of Finance of the German 
Government has been carrying on ne- 
gotiations with the American bankers, 
Harris. Forbes & Co., and with the 
individual States, cities, towns and 
municipalities of Germany. It was 
decided to use the, German Savings 
Banks and ‘Clearing Association as the 
medium through which the credit and 
resources of the different. cities. in 
Germany should be consolidated. This 
association, formed in 1924, already 
had affiliated with it more than 3,000 
savings -banks, having more than 5,000 
branches, and now has, in addition, a 
membership which ‘comprises more 
than 3,000 cities, towns and municipal 
districts, having .a population of ap- 
proximately 90-pér cent. of the entire 

population of Germany. The member- 
ship includes the important cities of 
Berlih, Bremen, Frankfort, Dresden, 
Munich, Essen and Tologne. 

A ‘syndicate of American abo of 
which s, Forbes & Co. are the 
managers, has closed negotiations for 
the purchase of $15,000,000 of 7 per 
cent. gold bonds, ‘due in 1947. The 
bonds will be the direct obligations of 
the German Savings Banks and Clear- 
ing Association, which is under. the 
control and supervision of the German 
Government, and are also in effect the 
joint and several obligations of the 
cities and savings banks in the asso- 
ciation. Under & decree of the. Ger- 
man. Government the proceeds of the 
$15,000,000 issue must be ‘used only for 
the construction or improvement of gas 
manufacturing and electric generating 
plants, water works and other revenue- 
producing enterprises. 

Much of the future German financing 
fs expected to be arranged on a similar 
basis, although some of the larger 
cities, which for reasons of pride and 
sentiment prefer to issué their direct 
obligations, will, be permitted to do sd.

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has served 133 final valuation fe- 
ports and 540 tentative valuation re- 
ports up t6 Jah.\1, 1926; reports Fred- 
erick H: Lee, Secretary of the Pres- 


ident’s Conferencé Committee of Fed+ 
eral Valuation of the Railroads. Only 
a few of the final valuations are on 
Cl 1 properties. 

hése valuations cover 127,735 
miles of road, of 52.3 per cént. of the 
railroad mileage of the.country. The 
work of placing.a valuation upon the 
railways has been going on since 1918, 
when the: Valuation act was passed. 
‘For the twelve years ended June 30, 
1925, the railroads have spent $83,- 
928,395 in connection with valuation 
work. This ‘effort is in compliance 
with the act which requires the car- 
riers to cooperate with the commission 
in this work. For the single year end- 
ed June 30, 1925, the carriers spent 
$6,898,925 on Valuation work. 

The expenditures of thé Bureau of 
Valuation of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for the twelve years ended 
June 30, 1925, were $26,662,197. For the 
year ended June 30, 1925, the bureau 
spent $1,064,955.

To meet the situation, power 
companies have in several instances, 
established experimental rural trans- 
mission lines to determine demand and 
costs.

EXTENSION OF MANKIND. By Garet

ERE is a pretty package of literary 
dynamite. If the deadly analysis it 
contains could be touched off into 
social and industrial action the whole 
current of-what we imagine to be 
**progress” would be turned aside into chan- 
nels of a very different flow. For- 
tunately or not, according to the 
point of view, ideological bombshells 
usually explode high in the rarefied 
atmosphere of the mind—like splen- 
did skyrockets far above the prac- 
tical affairs of men. But the spec- 
tacle is both stimulating and excit- 
ing. 
Mr, Garrett sees in the machinery 
which man has invented no handy 
tool by which future generations can 
carve out of a hostile universe a 
destiny increasingly satisfying and 
beneficent; but rather a terrifying 
Frankenstein which, since the World 
War, has got entirely out of control 
and is now carrying mankind with 
it in a dizzy race toward ultimate 
disaster. Only a prodigious and con- 
certed effort among the nations can 
turn its course into serviceable 
paths; and that very effort implies a 
right-about-face in the policies and 
tactics of present industrial and 
diplomatic leaders who suffer the de- 
lusion of mastery. Mr. Garrett ad- 
mits that is too much to expect. We 
are left with the eold comfort that 
the disasters of the future will be 
titanic enough to -convince even 
stupid man of the error of his ways 


the-monster to his 
purposes. 

In a style which, by its very 
rhythm, generates an atmosphere of 
portent, Mr, Garrett sketches the 
outlines of his picture—and it is onty 
the barest outline—with Olympian 
strokes. The final result is vastly 
disturbing to the complacent: per- 
Spectives seldom revealed stand out 
stark and forbidding, others fondly 
accepted are all but completely ob- 
iterated. Its effect is like that of a 
modernist painting upon the more 
conventionally minded: one gets the 
impression that reality. has been lost 
sightaof at times in the interesf of 
an inner, subjective pattern; but the 
impact is authentic. It is difficult to 
see the world in quite the same sim- 
ple way again. 

Mr. Garrett begins at the begin- 
ning. He sées the object of man to 
regain the Garden of Eden: “a state 
of: existence free from the doom of 
toil’’;. the symbol of this deep destre 
is Ouroboros, the fabulous snake who 
swallowed its own tail, the fuifill- 
ment of one’s wish by the easy ways 
of magic. Strange‘ say, it was the 
very people who refused to give up 
the miyth, who still seek the paradise 
of plenty and leisure on earth, that 
have cursed the. world with. ‘‘prog-— 
ress.’’

RINCE D. 8. MIRSKY, a Rus- 
sian critic living‘ in London, 
has undertaken, the praise- 
worthy task of familiarizing 
English-speaking readers with 
contemporary Russian literature. It 
is high time for the appearance of 
such a book. To investigate the 
.- changes wrought by the revolution 
upon the literary homeland of Tol- 
stoy and Tchekhov is an interesting 
and edifying effort. 

But it is also an exceedingly diffi- 
cult effort. English-speaking read- 
ers are about twenty years late in 
their knowledge of Russian letters. 
The latest authors they really know 
are. Tchekhov, who is dead, but still 
alive as a writer, and Gorky, who 
is alive, but dead long since as a 
writer. In other words, they know 
the Indian Summer of the Russian 
realistic tradition which had been 
handed down by the Mohicans of the 
XIX century to their last literary 
descendants. Of these authors Prince 
Mirsky speaks very well, with au- 
thority and erudition, but says little 
that is new. For what can be added 
to that which has been’ general 
knowledge for a long time? 

When Prince Mirsky plunges fear- 
lessly into pre-war years, into the 
revolutionary epoch and into the 
Soviet Kussian literature of 1923-24, 
he finds himself in altogether new, 
hitherto unexplored waters. A few 
real pearls of undeniable value are 

- to be found here, no doubt. The 
attempt, therefore, is promising. 
But to reach and discover them one 
has to cross an ocean of sophistica- 
tion and of ultra-violet tucubrations. 
For the literary life of Russia pre-

Prince Mirsky is also right when 
he asserts that some of the symbo- 
lists developed into very outstand- 
ing poets. And the character he 
draws of the late Alexander Block, 
probably the greatest of them, is 
vivid, accurate and interesting. The 
very appearance of that strange 
man, spun of overtones, was 
unusuul and poetic: “There was in 
him the innate majesty 6f a fallen 
angel.’’ And his poetry was that of a 
‘fallen angel.’’ We need effort to 
rise from our world into _ loftier 
purlicus.

“aarrative,” of ‘ornamental prose,” 
of ‘‘verbal melodies,’’ &c. ‘There is 
ho crime in talking of these things. 
But when these high-sounding ex- 
pressions, together -with would-be 
mathematical instrqments of literary 
‘analysis, are applied in all solem- 
nity to literary trash, it irritates the 
reader, and the author begins to re- 
semble a Moli@rean “précieuse.’’ For-

HIS effort by the Poet Lau-

British throne, wherever he wanders 
dominions, republics or nations—it 
is artievlate evidence that the powers 
in London—Board of Trade, Privy 
Ccuncil and Foreign Office—who 
have launched his Royal Highness 
on hig series of amazingly fruitful 
expeditions have themselves made 
no blunder in so doing. 

The 1925 tour was dedicated to the 
British possessions on the west coast 
of Africa, the Union of South Africa, 
Rhodesia, St. Helena and the three 
republics of South America—Uru- 
guay, the Argentine and Chile— 
where British investments, trade and 
influence are strongest. The trip 
was performed with the aid of the 
battle, cruiser Repulse, under the 
command of Vice Admiral Sir Lionel 
Halsey and Captain Dudley North, 
took nearly seven months, covered 
35,000 linear miles and was of 
considerable political and commer- 
cial importance. The bonds of im- 
perial unity were tightened, the 
black populations of Africa were duly 
awed: “With their childlike love of 
pageantry and pomp, they were duly 
impressed by the external signs of 
his superiority.” -In South America, 
his visit was “the first- time in our 
history that a member of the reign- 
ing house had visited Latin America 
and examined there the main springs 
of its material wealth and cemented 
anew the ties that link her peoples 
with Britain.” His Royal Highness 
even took advantage of his brief stay 
in Chile to intervene in the cause of 
sending British naval experts as ad- 
visers to the Chilean fleet. 

While it is difficult to appreciate 
fue precise effect of this trip—the 
latest of the series which had 
brought the Prince of Wales through 
every portion of the far-flung and 
firmly held complex. of commercial 
and ‘political power known as the 
British Empire—and while Mr. Dea- 
kin’s account is, as a journalist’s, 
too close to events to convey a broad 
Perspective, certain broad features 


various peoples of the British Afriean 
possessions—Boer, Briton, Afrikander 
and Zulu, Basuto, Swazi, Matabele, 
Mashona and Bechuana, not to men- 
tion the hundreds of dissimilar tribes 
represented in Gambia, Sierra Leone, 
the Gold Coast and Nigeria—were 
given an opportunity to demonstrate 
their fealty to the British crown.

come,” evokes torrential applause 
from the Boers. Commandos of Boy 
Scouts and Giri Guides yell, “Ngon- 
yama,- gonyama, invubu, uviat, 
uviat, uviat!” (whatever that may 
mean). Ex-service men give the 
South African battlecry, “Gee Gama- 
lio—Gee! Waugh!” He meets the 
Bantu indunas at Indabas, and they 
burst into song, “Let the Heavens 
Drop Biessings’’ and “Proceed, Beau-

General 
Smuts, the Unionist leader, had been 
defeated? by General Hertzog, leader 
of the Nationalist—or Separatist— 
group. Politics at the Cape were 
stormy and party feeling ran high. 
The Prince's tactful cultivation of 
the Boer leaders, his use of Cape 


Dutch, his bi-partisan tours of the 


battlefields of the Anglo-Boer War, 
no less than his outspoken fraterni- 
zation with the ex-service men, tend- 
ed to unite the whites of South 
Africa and postpone the troublesome 
question of imperial loyalty. 

The second phase of his visit was 
in relation to the color problem. The 
blacks outnumber the whites four to 
one, are increasing rapidly, while 
white emigration exceeds immigra- 
tion. Oppressive measures toward 
the blacks have long been brewing, 
and the tribes were becoming rest- 
less. The Prince's visits to the vari- 
ous tribes reminded both them and 
the South African politicians that the 
tribalized natives are still under the 
aegis of the British crown. They 
ended the friction between the vari- 
ous tribes and reassured the tribal 
leaders. He tactfully avoided the 
South African mandate of former: 
German Southwest Africa, where re- 
cent oppressive incidents had oc- 
curred, 


Finally, the Prince went as a trav- 
eling salesman. He continued to 
“sell the British Empire.” The 
ground nuts of Gambia, the cocoa of 
the Gold Coast, the cotton of Ni- 
geria came in for his attention no 
less than did the gold and diamonds, 
the fruit, wool and mealies, the os- 
trich feathers and the tobacco_of the 
Union, or the tin and vanadium of 
Rhodesia. And as the British com- 
mercial empire is wider than its po- 
Hitical empire, his South American 
trip was singularly appropriate, 

In Uruguay he found the British 
community dominant. British invest- 
ments of over $200,000,000 control- 
ling public utilities and transporta- 
tion. Im the Argentine he found 
Britain’s greatest foreign market, 
outside of China. ~ He was in the 
home of Bovril and Liebig, where 
vast herds of British stocks are trans.

MERICA’S post-war immigra- 
tion policy was formulated 
in Congress two years ago 
by so decisive a majority 

and has been so generally approvec 
by public opinion that thefe would 
seem to be very little ground for ap- 
prehension of its being reversed in 
any appreciable future: If doubts 
about the permanence of restricted 
immigration are being encouraged 
anywhere, they would be fostered, it 
seems to me, by those who are 
ardently in favor of the new policy. 
For the vast majority of us the quota 
system with all that it implies is res 
adjudicata. Not so apparently for

With this reservation it may be 
stated that Professor Fairchild’s 
book is the best of the series so far.

‘one of the most influential and far- 
reaching pieces of legislation ever 
enacted in human history.’" The 
words are not too strong to describe 
the abandonment of a policy dating 
back, or even preceding, the birth of 
the American Nation and accounting 
for one-third of the present popula- 
tion of the United States. The au- 
thor has succeeded in being temper- 
ate without in the least ceasing to 
be forceful.

But what of the middle class, 
professoriate, the professional work- 
ers, the white collars in general, who 
during the last generation have ac- 
tually suffered a loss in real income 
while labor*has increased its real 
wages by nearly one-third? What 
will be the plight of the genteel when 
the -services of the immigrant 
plumber, gardener, tailor, housemaid 
become utterly unattainable? It is 
Not necessary to go into details. In 
the extensive literature on the fate 
and fortunes of the middle class it 
has become an axiom that their 
troubles are chiefly due to the ‘‘pre- 
tensions’’ of the workers. -These 
workers henceforth will only in- 
crease their pretensions. The only 
conceivable relief is a development 
of negro and Mexican labor to take 
the place of white European labor. 
But that is a contingency not likely 
to find favor with Professor Fair- 
child, who is inclined to take seri- 
ously the prophecy that some day 
the negro problem will yet prove the 
undoing of the American Nation. 

These, it seems to me, are the 
really “live’’ issues of the new immi- 
gration problem. The country is a 
bit tired, I imagine, of the races and 
the cytoplasms, It concedes that the 
Melting Pot is now in the discard.

HAT the ancients, €veh so far 
back as the ancient Hebrews, 
were fully apprised of the ex- 
istence of the whale is suf-

In respect to Dundee, how 
ever, Mr. Kipling must receive cred 
it; Dundee, known chiefly abroad 
for its marmalade, was in earlie, 
days the great whaling port of the 
British Isles. Not even the fleet 
that put out from Huil were equa 
in tonnage to the Dundee flects. 
There are two imperishable sagas 
of American whaling. One is of the 
toll of .New England whalers taken 
by the Confederate cruiser Alabama - 
off the Azores in June, 1865. The 
Shenandoah in the same month de- 
stroyed nine Yankee whalers in Ber- 
ing Straits; but the Alabama fired 
thirty-four craft. These two cruis- 
ers did damage to the New England 
whaling industries to the extent of 
fully $2,000,000, und all. within a 
space of a few weeks. The second 
saga is not of war but of men and 
ice... It might truthfully be said 
that cupidity has some part in the 
tale, which is that of the loss of 
thirty-two New England whalers in 
the Arctic six years after the blow 
struck by Alab and Sh goal. 
In the Summer of 1871 the greater 
part of the whaling fleet had passed 
north through Bering Straits into 
the Arctic Ocean, intending to work 
its way as far as Cape Barrow, the 
furthest extremity of Alaska. They 
came within 150 miles of their des- 
tination, hampered considerably by 
ice, but able to secure the. begin- 
nings of what promised to be an un- 
usually fine catch as they worked 
along. All the time, however, the 
ships were close inshore, and the 
wind holding persistently from the 
west, they found: themselves ‘in an 
ever-narrowing lane as the _ ice 
crowded them ever nearer to the 
shore. The lane narrowed to half a 
mile, and the whaling ships strung 
out along this lane, still hunting 
their quarry, and catching him, too, 
Finally, the wind hauled into the 





six or seven miles. It looked as if 
the ships would be able to make 
their way-quickly to Cape Barrow. 
This was the end of August, or 
nearly the end, and the captains 
were in a hurry to get as far north 
as possible before it was too late. 
They called in their boats and pre- 
pared to sail. . 


_Any but ~ intrepid mariners 
would have. taken advantage of 
the new condition and gone: south, 
for now a lane was opened sev- 
eral miles wide and the ships 
could have still escaped’ thé fate 
that was coming to them. ‘The 
local Eskimos prophesied that this 
clearing would not last long, that 
the ice would soon close around 
once more, and strongly advised 
the captains to go back while the

They had- come in order fo fill 
their holds with: the precious car- 
go, and if they went home now 
they would not have completed the 
job. However, their delay and en-* 
thusiasm were fatal. On Aug. 20 
the proof of the Eskimos’ sagacity 
began to manifest itself, for the 
wind came round to west-nor'west 
and blew fleshly. 


From this point on it is a story 
of the sea, not of the whaling indus- 
try; a story of the pitiful works of’ 
man pitted against relentless nature. 
Yet it differs from the usual sea- 
story of this unequal fight, the story 
of boiling seas und howling winds; 
and the ship or the bark over- 
whelmed and plunging finally to the 


midnight sun, the .sea took its toll 
in a different way,.a way of slow 
malignity, silently, yet no less re- 
‘entlessly. One after another the 
vessels were crushed between the ice 
floes bearing down on them from the 
west and the icy shore under their | 
lee. Nevertheless, the loss, stagger- 
ing as it was in dollars, was confined 
to property. No lives were lost. On 
the fleet were twelve hundred per-«, 
sons, some of them women and chil- 
dren. It was an easy matter to 
abandon ship, and had it been nec- _ 
essary probably all could have sur-. 
vived indefinitely on shore by tak- 
‘ng up the Eskimo manner of life. 
This, however, was not necessary. - 
There were some six. or seven of the 
original fleet which had not made 
the passage of the Straits but had 
remained in the clear water to the 
south. And in the small boats of 
the destroyed vessels, propelled by 
sails and oars, the entire twelve 
hundred found themselves enabled to 
reach the southern ships, aboard of 
which, of course, they were quickly 
taken. 

The story of present-day whaling 
is, naturally, the story of steam an 
of giins, as it would be even ff 
whales were still as abundant as pre- 
viously, and whaie products as much 
sought after. Asa result of the 
whale’s migrations the industry has 
shifted from the. Arctic. to the Ant- 
arctic. .The United States takes lit- 
tle or no interest in the iidustry. 
And, in. fact; neither does England, 
if by this is meant the actua) hunt- 
ing of the whale. Financially, 
whaling is.a source of British wealth, 
inasmuch as Great Britain, through 
its colonial p ssi of the Falk- 
land Islands and South Georgia, is 
able to exact considerable in license 
fees from the Norwegians who carry . 
on the actual whaling done in adja- > 
cent watérs. The Norwegian ‘ves- 
sels are small, steam-propelied, steel 
craft, aboard which there is no tying 
of blubber and no stowing of oil. 
The dead whale is not even cut up 
alongside the steamer, but is ‘towed 
back to land, where a complete ren- 
dering plant is in operation. It is 
more economical for the Norwegians, 
removed as they are so far from the 
whaling ground, to do their whaling 
in this way than it would be to carry 
it on in the old-fashioned if more

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Voltaire.as the Father of 
Modern Commercialism 


Richard Aldington’s Study of the Sage. of, Ferney ‘Toys 


With a Provocative Thesis

T is to be wondered how vitally 

the work of Voltaire. is taken 

today. Outside of the admirable 

‘“Candide’’ and a few lesser sa- 

tirical pieces, ‘‘Zadig,’’ for in- 
stance, haw much is he read? Do 
poetry lovers ever turn to ‘‘La Hen- 
riade’’? 
the pages of ‘‘Zaire’’? Do historians 
turn to the ‘“‘Siécle de Louis XV’’? 
Do rationalists read the ‘‘Lettres 
Philosophiques’’? !t is Mr. Richard 
Aldington’s ‘‘Voltaire,’’ a most ex- 
cellently succinct survey of the 
Frenchman and his work, that 
arouses these questions, as Mr. 
Aldington intimates that the pres- 
ent age is somewhat the child 
of Voltaire. ‘“What was the in- 
fluence of Voltaire on the _ re- 
ligious thought of Europe and to 
what extent is he responsible for the 
present tyranny of commercialism ?’’ 
usks Mr. Aldington. The question is 
not directly answered in this hook, 
hut Mr. Aldington goes on to state: 


Renan has condemned in a fa- 
mous passage the Voltarian atti- 
tude to religion; and, indeed, the 
anti-religious pleasantries: of Vol- 
taire are almost intolerable—his ig- 
norance of mysticism and the more 
imaginatiye forms of poetry and 
art is, in Dr. Johnson's sense, 
“disgusting.” Again, though we 
cannot make Voltaire responsible 
for the industrial revolution, wé 
cannot acquit him of doing harm 
by his championship of a “‘terre- 
a-terre’’ ideal of commercial fe- 
licity. Mankind cannot live with- 
out the ideal, and that is why 
Christianity was respectable, be- 
cause it was the greatest effort of 
human idealism in the Western 
World. Voltaire was an acrid 
critic and destroyer of that ideal 
and created noth permanent to 
take its place. If the world is now 
the prey of the successful trades- 
man, must we not in part blame i 
Voltaire? 


Mr. Aldington’s conviction, there- 


t 


fore, is fairly clear. He believes 
that t vast influence of Voltaire 
has permeated even to these modern 


times and that that hard-headed ra- 
tionalism, that ‘‘terre-&-terre’’ ideal 
that is the despair of the youth and 
the poet,. stems, in some measure, 
from..the brain of the maliciously 
smiling Sage of Ferney. It would 
take a book in itself to expound such 
a thesis, a book that would include 
a full tracing of certain important 
urges and trends. Such a work 
would show Voltaire’s influence on 
the French. Revolution and then the 
influence of the French Revolution 
on the civilized world. It is not.in 
Mr. Aldington’s scheme to handie 
this problem at any length in his 
‘fVoltaire,’’ as this book is no more 
than an intelligent survey in two 
parts, the first a succinct biography 
of Voltaire and the second a rather 
. hurried, albeit satisfactory, indica- 
tion of the Frenchman’s work. Any 
questions, therefore, of Voltaire’s 
influence can be treated as no more 
than the briefest of side issues, since 
an examination of the man in him- 
self and his work as related to his 
own period is a gigantic under- 
taking. 

Mr. Aldington does not pretend to 
exhaustiveness. It is impossible to 
squeeze Voltaire into 300 pages. But 
he does present a clear-cut and un- 
derstandable survey of the busy life 
of the Frenchman who liked to call 
himself a ‘‘philosophe” and he does 
manage to give an idea of the enor- 
mously prolific output of the man. 
When we consider the work that 
Voltaire packed into his life—more 
than fifty plays, a mass of short 
poems, burlesques, satires, odes, epi- 
taphs and tales, an epic, a group of 
histories and biographies, more than 
a@ score of romances, nearly 200 sa- 
-tirical attacks and pamphiets and a 
mass of unclassifiable work, we be- 
gin to understand the difficulties 
that beset Mr. Aldington in putting 
his book together. It became his 
task to boil down all this labor and 
to extract the essence from it for 
the reader, and to a limited degree 
that is what he has done..

pleasure. The touch of light upon 

skin excited him, so much that it 
was said of Renoir he would rather 
paint a woman than embrace her; 
and he preferred robust country girls 
whose skin ‘‘took the light’’ to so- 
ciety ladies. ‘‘All Renoir asks of his 

cook,’’ it was said, ‘‘is that her skin 

should take the light.’’ Painting 
was his passion. He declared of the 
paintings of Goya, Velasquez and 

Titian, that through them he ‘had 

been given a second life. This pas-

Beneath his negligent narrator's 
cloak, M. Vollard carries a rapier. 
The patrons who would have let a 
living painter starve, only to rush 
later to auction rooms where his 
paintings commanded huge prices; 
the admirers and friends who played 
upon Renoir’s sympathy in order to 
obtain portraits of their 
which they at once sold; and even 
the janitor who remembered of Re- 
noir only that at a daily lunch table 
Renoir always claimed the marrow 
bone; these and many other figures 
form part of the pageant surround- 
ing the creative force that was Re- 
noir. M. Vollard contributes a 
satiric commentary upon the per- 
sonages whose interest is commer- 
cial while they profess to love art. 
He hardly stops short of caricature, 
more especially in the report of Ro- 
din’s visit to Renoir, where Rodin 
is portrayed as a “‘successful”’ ar- 
tist, worldly wise and vain. Renoir 
himself was quite clear about the 
Position in which he found himself. 
“I could paint with molasses now,”’ 
he remarked, ‘‘and everybody would

In a sense, M. Vol- 
lard’s book is an essay in relativity. 
The world is seen in contrast with 
a simple, religious (though unsec- 
tarian) and joyous spirit, whose joy 
is in giving. The world seeks to use 
this spirit for its social projects or 
its commercial advantage. The 
miracle is that the spirit called Re- 
noir, crippled as was his body, sur- 
rounded by the society Vollard has 
sketched, could continue to preserve 
his identity and to give of himself. 

At the end Renoir felt his loneli- 
ness, He had arrived. Painters 
paid him compliments. His position 
he knew seemed enviable. ‘‘But I 
don’t seem to have a single real 
friend!*’ 

The situation is sufficiently that of 
the true creator in al) times, the 
drawing by M. Vollard vivid and 
lively enough to validate his record, 
even though he may have had per- 
sonal scores to settle with some of 
the victims of his pen. And his book 
is lively as an intimate conversa- 
tion; it is in refreshing contrast with 
the ponderous eulogies issued in the 
mame of art, which are made con- 
tributory to reputations of painters 
dead or not yet officially dead. M. 
Voliard gives us the feeling of a di- 
rect contact with a bright, active 
life. Such contact, whether with 
life, or books, or painting, is possi- 
ble only in the way M. Vollard has 
gone, the way that discards and 
criticizes externalities, social or oth- 
erwise, in order to arrive at the 
truly intimate.

André’s progress in Washington 
society is an admirable study of the 
contrast between _Latin character 
and American professions on thé one 
hand, and between American profes- 
sions and American practice on the 
other. Falling more and more deeply 
in love with Mary Moore, the Wyo- 
ming girl, her*final rejection pre- 
cipitates his engagement with Con- 
stance. Traveling to California to 
see his fiancée, he stops off at Silver 
Snake, Wyoming, to go on a hunting 
trip with Mary, her’ foreman, Ben 
Furruseth, and Lohengrin, the cook. 
Bob Millar joins the party, and An- 
dré makes certain discoveries which, 
paradoxically, induce him to throw 
himself at Mary's feet with, “I will 
work like a negro, and we will be 
very rich. Darling, you will see, we 
shall have a beautiful life and grow 
old together.” 

But Mary eluded him. He con- 
tinued to California, where Con- 
stance broke the engagement. Final- 
ly, in -Washington, he and Mary 
found happiness together on that 
hauntingly pathetic but convineing 
basis, compromise. When Mary dis- 
coyers him, after marriage, kissing 
Constance, there is a scene. He re- 
assures and comforts her, and she 
concludes, ‘‘Don't let's ask too 
much. But we can be happy most of 
the time, I suppose—when we have 
learned to compromise.’’ 

*‘Glass Houses” suffers as a novel 
by the very fact which gives it the 
greatest interest as news. The world 
will eagerly read Countess Gizycka’s 
#atire of the national capital, and 
will as eagerly skip with portions 
which derive out of the satire and 
merge into the pure comedy of sex, 
love and marriage: There Is not a 
complete blending, no satisfactory

WELSH HILLFOLK 
THE BATTLE OF THE WEAK. By 
Hilda Vaughan. 288 pp. New 
York: Harper 4 Brothers. $2. 


ESPITE the distinctiveness: of 

its life and the picturesqueness 

of its towering hills, the little 
principality of Wales has received 
short shrift from the novelists. Per- 
fhaps it seermed too hard a task to 
follow George Borrow in a field he 
made so definitely his own; perhaps 
the element of dourness in the Welsh 
make-up repelled chroniclers accus- 
tomed to and attracted by the hap- 
pier outlook. But in any case, the 
old taboo has now been lifted and 
Wales and the Welsh character re- 
céive at last an accurate and an ade- 
quate delineation. ‘“The Battle of 
the Weak,” 
rative, brings Wales once more into 
fiction and introduces to American 
readers a new writer of promise and 
achievement, Hilda Vaughan. The 
English press has praised the book, 
and the reading public here will hard- 
ly fail to appreciate its power. 

Miss Vaughan sets her scene among 
the crags and cliffs, and takes the 
people of her tale from the sturdy 
hilifolk who inhabit them. They are 
shepherds for the most part; as prim- 
itive in their life and outiook as the 
pastoral tribes of the Old Testament 
story, whose records form these 
Welshmen’s. chief cultural back- 
ground. In fact, their speech, as 
Miss Vaughan records it, is steeped 
in and permeated: by biblical allu- 
sion and metaphor, a@& if its verbal 
fabric had been taken and dipped in 
some’ rich, warm dye. Accordingly, 
their native expression, patterned on 
such a model, has often both sonority 
and dignity. . Then, too, their loves 
and hates, their friendships and their 
feuds have an elemental quality 
about them that harks back to pa- 
triarchal times.

“The Battle of the Weak’’ con-

with the architecture of the stage 
and the theatre themselves, and the 
other with the architecture of the 
manuscript play. Of the two, the 
latter, entitled ‘‘The Science of 
Playwriting,’’ by M. L Malevinsky, 
is possibly the more interesting, but 
in about the same way that a head- 
line on the front page of the news- 
paper, ‘“‘Eminent Scientist Finds 
Moon Made of Green Cheese,’’ would 
be interesting. 

Lest the foregoing statement cause 
the reader .to cudgel his brain for the 
name’ of this author in the field of 
play criticism or play composition, it 
should’ be added’ that Mr. Malevinsky 
has, attained eminence only in the 
field of theatrical law. He has rep- 
resented leading producers and play- 
wrights in suits to determine 
questions of authorship and plagiar- 
ism, and his legal mind has evidently 
revolted at the delicacy amd vague- 
ness of many artistic matters in- 
volved. He relates the anecdote of 
how Brander Matthews, when asked 
his method of detecting plagiarism, 
asserted that it was much like that- 
of the lady in the Treasury Depart- 
ment who examined any particular 





bill and said that’ it was or was not 
a counterfeit. Again he points out 
that in all his reading of the litera- 
ture dealing with the theatre, and 


/in his experience df law suits in the 


last thirty years, he has never come 
across a satisfactory answer to the 
question, ‘‘What is a play?’’ 

Perhaps this lack has caused Mr. 
Malevinsky embarrassment in his 
pursuit of decisions for his clients, 
perhaps he feels that this indefinite- 
ness shows a culpable omission on 
the part of writers on the theatre. 
At any rate, he attempts in the 
present volume to explain definitely 
and exactly just what a play is— 
this by means of an algebraic for- 
mula— and then to discuss the vari- 
ous components which go to make 
up the formula. This formula can- 
not be stated in brief enough terms 
to be qvweted. Some of the funda- 
mentals are: a basic emotion con- 
stituting the theme; personified by 
character; motivated in a number of 
ways; progressed by narrative; 
orientated by constituent elements; 
articulated by words, imagined with 
artistry. 

The~present reviewer is-not suf- 
ficiently acquainted with legal pro- 
cedure to comment on the import- 
ance of this definition in a court of 
law. He suspects, because of the 
eminence of the firm of which the 
author is a member, that it is valu- 
able. Just what the use of it,is out- 
side the sphere of the courttoom, 
why it justifies the title, ““The Sci- 
ence of Playwriting,’’ ts not so 
clear. Owen. Davis remarks in his 
introduction that in reading these 


chapters, he bows in passing to 
many an -old friend. The author 
claims more than merely a series of 
helpful remarks. He believes that 
with the aid of his formula, not only 
may two plays be squared and 


act science, but also that he has dis- 
covered a method of approach which 
will be valuahie to the creative art- 
ist. And yet his analyses of the in- 
dividual elements of his“*‘play’’ bring 
forth only statements like this: ‘“The 
basic dramaturgic -situations from 
which plays may be written are 
those compassed by the gamut of 
human emotions.’’ Again we read 
that ‘‘it) is -not scientific playwriting 
to fasten too many emotions on a 
character.’’. These statements .are 
true, but they and: others like them 
have been said many times before 
and given much more helpful de- 
velopment by men who still have 
realized that they deal with an art 
and not a mathematical problem. 
For this author, a play is like an 
automobile. Give it a carburetor in 
the shape of a thenie, a transmission 
shaft- in the shape of a plot; &c.; 
and the machine will run. Also 
there is noticeable an evident belief 
that the machine that runs the 
furthest—or the longest—is the best; 
and for those who agree with these 
ideas, the volume will be entirely 
satisfactory. But while there is 
mention of ‘‘imagined wi 
as one of the elements of a play, 
the author does not really believe it, 
as can be seen in his remark that 
in ‘‘Abie’s Irish Rose,’’ ‘‘the dialogue 
invented by the craftsman articu-

lating these various elements of love 
(love being the theme of the play) 
is scientific in most ces; in- 
tense and dramatic.”” This and the 
irritating arbitrariness with which 
the thesis is developed, are flaws 
which it is difficult to overlook. 

Mr: Pichel in the introduction to 
his ‘‘Modern Theatres” points out 
that architectural ineptitudes are 
more likely to be perpetuated than 
those in any other art. Worse still, 
they often gather a tradition, and 
in time a sort of admiration for 
their “‘atmosphere.’" In the theatre, 
the need for good taste and prac- 
ticability are apparent as never be- 
fore. Every community house has 
a stage and auditorium; almost 
every small city has one or more 
little theatre groups; the high school 
and church alike have taken an -in- 
terest in dramatics. It is to act in 
some measure as a guide in the pro- 
viding of a home for the dramatic’ 
impulses of the community that the 
book has been written. - 

The first chapter is devoted to a 
discussion of the architectural tradi- 
tion in the theatre, and is followed 
by chapters on the auditorium, the 
stage, lighting equipment and stage 
machinery, and provisions for back- 
stage workers. For the experienced 
architect of professional theatres in 
New York, the. book has little to 
offer, although even in this field 
there are some shrewd ‘suggestions 
and criticisms. But for the com- 
mittee in charge of plans for a little 
theatre, inexperienced and hesitant 
as to which way to turn, Mr. Pichel 
has written an invaluable treatise.

Even the sixth volume {in two 
parts), “The Prisoner,’’ was publish- 
ed posthumously... But Proust was 
able, before his death, to revise his 
manuscript and to edit it almost 
finally,. so that there. would have 
been few changes even had he been 
able to read the proofs. “Albertine 
Vanished’’ was not brought to the 
same point of perfection, and would 
probably have been retouched had 
fate permitted. We have only the 
first draft: Still, in spite of its fail- 
ings, it is Proust none the less. 

The second volume of “A la re- 
cherche du temps perdu’’ bore the 
poetic title of “In the Shade of 
Blooming Young Giris.”" The action 
took place on a fashionable beach of 
Nermandy, which Proust calls Bal- 
bee, but which really is Cabourg, 
not far from Deauville. Albertine is 
one. of these blooming young giris.

ET me _ begin with a word of 
gratitude to Mr. Forbush for 
his great .kindness to many 
students and lovers of birds 
who have visited Massachu- 

setts, among whom I was happily 
included. 

There were three birds I particu- 
larly desired to see: the evening 
grosbeak, with his yellow and black 
“and white plumage; the sturdy, cir- 
cumpolar purple sandpiper, and the 
extraordinarily handsome Barrow’'s 
golden-eye, one of the many notably 

" good-looking ducks, or, to be quite 
accurate, drakes; for in only a few 
- species, like the feminist: phalaropes, 
‘does the lady wear the brilliant 
plumes. The evening grosbeak and 
_ the purple sandpiper may be seen in

»— So, under the golden dome of the 


State House, I sought Mr. Forbush. 
The corridor of the office, adorned

firmed it. 

Mr. Forbush spared no pains to 
fulfill! my desires. His benignant as- 
sistant, Mrs, Harrington, at once as- 
sembled all recent records of.the eve- 
ning gr k in M husetts, for 
bird records come to Mr. Forbush as 
filings to the magnet. A street ad- 
dress in Middleboro was given to me, 
and a telephone call assured my wel- 
come. Next morning, not Jong after 

dawn, on a zero day in February, 1 
turned into the street and found the 
number. In the garden was a bare 

~ cherry tree, and there were the eve- 
ing grosbeaks, like yellow . fruit 
along the branches, more than a 
score of them. These remote natives 
of Athabasca and the Far Northweat 
drifted down for the first time about 
1890. They soon discovered that the 
people of Massachusetts ure very 
hospitable. They noted the feeding 
station, and were for several years 
fairly regular visitors. 

Where fhe Barrow's golden-eyes 
were concerned, he did more than 
‘give me an address; he went with 
me to Lynn, to the Red Rock on the 
sea. edge of a little park with. roofed 
benches. There we watched the visi- 
tants from Greenland; each hand- 
some drake, with a white crescent 
curved before the yellow eye, strik- 
ingly contrasted with the burnished 
purple head. Mr. Forbush pointed 
out, one by one, the points of differ- 
ence from the American golden-eye, 
as the handsome drakes and their 
families dived in the sunlit water, 
seeking the mussels among the sub- 
merged rocks.

thusiastic companion, Mr. 8. G.

With a telescope or a good glass, one 
could clearly see the sturdy birds, 
lavender-gray,: and with strong yel- 
low iegs distinctly bowed, as they 
probed among the dripping seaweed, 
or stood about, preening their 
feathers. Once a score of them rose 
together and wheeled ‘round the 
brown rock to the further side, their 
wings showing purple-gray in the 
sunshine.

and habits. Here he fairly lets him- 
self go, with the result that we have 
many pages of eloquent and vivid 
writing. Would it be possible to ob- 
tain from the State of Massachusetts 
permission to gather some of these 
descriptive essays in a separate 
volume, small and handy for the 
general reader? We should like to 
see this done. 

Mr. Forbush pays tribute to beauty 
and to goodness also, for he has 
mucb to say of the courage and de- 
votion of birds and their care of 
their young, in the ceaseless ‘‘strug- 
gie for the life of others.”’. His love 
for baby birds is one of the most en- 
gaging things in the book. He skill- 
fully portrays them with pencil and 
pen. Take, for instance, the four 
baby herring gulls on page 76, in the 
moods of dejection, somnolence, ex- 
pectation and joy, or the stages of 
the young tern’s growth on page 111, 
or the three little piping plovers 
who set out to see the world, on 
page 472. Of these last, Mr. For- 
bush says: 


One of my early experiences will 
serve as an illustration of the dif- 
ficulty of finding young beach 
birds. One day I saw in the dis- 
tance a downy young piping plover 
running on the atching 
it with a powerful glass until it 
squatted, I marked the spot care- 
fully, walked over and picked it 
up.

It ran a little way, and 1 have 
never seen it since.

N the course of a discussion of 

George Bellows and his art in 

the February Dial, Thomas Cra- 

ven has this to say in regard 
to the theoriés of art: 


But there is another attitude to- 
ward art, an attitude which re- 
fuses to restrict nting to an 
arbitrary. consideration of means 
.and procedure. It is beginning to 
dawn upon a good many observers 
that the mechanistic esthetics in 
vogue at the moment is inadequate 
to tell the complete story of art 
Those systems reducing the evolu- 
tion of art forms to a development 
of plastic means have terminated 
in formula or violent ~inconsis- 
tency, the i lusi 
of all theories in which form is 
separated from content. Critics, 
in. mortal terror of identifying 
themselves with bourgeois reac- 
tions to the subject matter of 
pictures, have robbed art of its 
primary human function, the cone 
veyance of a message or meaning, 
and have exalted it-to an emi- 
nence inaccessible except to the 
specialist. Not only this 
supercilious point of view pengen- 
dered in critics a contempt for all 
art carrying an intelligible human 
appeal, but it has also blinded 
them to on€ of the fundamental 
elements of p ction—the motif, 
the character of the scene, figure, 
or object which unlocks the ex- 
periences of the artist and releases 
his creative energy. This ques- 
tion of character was so fatuously 
sentimentalized by English writers 
of a generation past that it came 
to be disregarded entirely by the 
modernists, but slowly, after the 
barren postulates of the formalists 
to whom art is a Euclidian science 
of organi: and it 
is rising to importance again. Es- 
thetically we are in a cul-de-sac, 
and unless we turn to a study of 
creative behavior which takes into 
full account the materia] inter- 
preted and its social significance, 
we shall not get anywhere. 

George Bellows, as if by intui- 
tion, perceived the value of sub- 
jeet matter. He had a flair for 
the right thing, and found in the 
abundance of the world about him 
not only scenes and characters of 
wide interest, but artistic material 
of genuine social significance. He 
was on good terms with life and 
enormously fond of it; an Ameri- 
can to the core, he was exhila- 


ona na hi, 





- rated by the riotous and gaudy, 


the loud and belligerent aspects of 
his background, and sinned re- 
peatedly against good taste. But 
his extraordinary enthusiasm for 
his own country and his ability to 
discover dramatic material in a 
hundred different quarters should 
be an inspiration to our young ar- 
tists. Bellows believed that one 
should stay at home, work hard, 
and keep one’s eyes open. He did 
not rush off to Europe periodically 
to listen to the skeptics and doc- 
tors, and return with a panacea 
for the plastic ills of America. He 
was not a snob. He was not 
afraid of criticism or of making a 
mistake; he offered his work for 
what it .contained, and it never 
occurred to him to read cosmic 
meanings into simple combinations 
of lines and colors, or to pose as a 
hypersensitive organism superior 
to the ruck and beyond the com- 
prehension of the ordinary mortal.

W. B. Seabrook, who writes in the 
March number of Asia on “The 
Golden Calf of the Druses,’’ gives 
some very interesting information 
regarding the religious - ceremonies 
and beliefs of this tribe. About 
some of the inner mysteries of their 
religion they are very reticent, but 
they deny vehemently the report 
that they .worship a golden calf. 
They assert that they worship the 
one true God, whose prophets, Abra- 
pham, Moses, Jesus and Mohammed, 
each taught a part of the. whole 
truth. The Druses believe in rein- 
carnation, but not in the same way 
that the natives of India do. On 
this subject Mr. Seabrook says: 


According to Amir Amin Arslan, 
the Druses hold that a Druse soul 
flies at the moment of death into 
the body of a new-born Druse 
baby—an abode better or worse, 
perhaps, than the one it has just 
left, though not so by reason of 
some such law as karma. The 
soul of an old hero may be today 
in the body of a thief. On this 
point the Druses have a unique 
theory of divine justice. They 
look forward to a trial of souls 
when this world is brought to an 
end. Each soul is to be judged by 
the same rules. But every soul is 
incarnated again and again. It is 
born sometimes into a bandit’s 
family, sometimes into a drunk- 
ard's family, sometimes into a 
scholar’s family, sometimes into a 
hero’s family, sometimes into a 
holy man’s ly, sometimes into 
a thief’s family. In the end all 
souls will have had an equal 
chance and may justly be tried on 
the day of judgment by their gen- 
eral “batting average.”’ Then 
they stay in a heaven or go to a 
hell and cannot complain that God 
has given them an unfair deal. 

One lovely detail of the incarna- 
tion theory I got from Sultan 
Pasha Atrash’s brother Ali during 
my visit to the ruined Atrash cas- 
tle at Kureiyeh just a week nepre 
Ali was killed in battle with the 
French. When war is on, he told 
me, and Druses are being killed 
faster than Druse babies are born, 
the left-over souls fly off to a 
mountain region in Western China. 
There they are born into Chinese- 
Druse babies and thus recruit a 
race that, though no one has yet 
seen any members of it, some day 
will come to help the Druses con- 
quer Arabia and the world. Nei- 
ther Ali nor the elders whom I 
questioned could tell me the origin 
of this myth, which is universal 
among the Druses.

LEARLY and emphatically these 
stories 


are taken; they reveal its broad de- 
sire to recognize good work of: what- 
ever sort, and its narrower interest, 
its unconscious criterion of merit in 
work of a particular sort. This they 
do of themselves, unhelped by the 
cleverish, the hailf-conciliatory and 
half-derogatory introduction which 
Ford Madox Ford has written as a 
kind of Zpistle to the Americans; 
for though it is long enough to have 
permitted a general interpretation of 
the work to follow, it happens to be 
an entertaining account of Ford’s 
editorial troubles and a picture of 
the young American literati who 
seem to control his Review. 

The stories, consequently, are left 
to speak for themselves, which they 
do with clarity as regards their posi- 
tion in literature, however lacking in 
clarity may be their individual ex- 
pression. Most. of them are linked 
into a group, most of them consti. 
tute a school, through a similarity 


Their subject-matter, first of all, is 
preponderantly concerned with char- 
acter, usually with the psychology of 
character. This being their - snb- 
stance, manifestly their source is 
Ppreponderantly objective, so that al- 
most without exception they are’) 
founded on -observation and -creation 
rather than . experience. 'Further- 
more, they reveal a likeness of 
method—that modernistic method 
which shapes them through intensive 
selection-and deliberate lacunation, 
and which, in an effort to say much 
in little, seeks essentials that to the 
undiscerning may .seem like trivial- 
ities. Last of all, around the ma- 
jority of these tales there hangs a 
tone which less obviously, but per- 
haps< most subtly surely of 


fears of the diver—it is the method, 
abbreviated snd less grimly finalized, 
of Maupassant’s ‘‘The Coward.’’

E is a new kind of book for 
dog lovers, and one that will 
set them all thinking and talk- 

ing about their dogs and telling their 
dog stories over again to one an- 
other. It is not concerned with 
breeds. or foods, or training and 
care, or the peculiarities and advan- 
tages of this or that kind of dog. 
It ig about all dogs, any dog, yours 
or another's, andthe author is con- 
cerned to find out and explain what 
people who have studied, observed 
and experimented with dogs, both 
scientists and plain dog lovers, think 
about their intelligence, their feel- 
ings, their characteristics, the devel- 
opment of their senses. Among the 
questions he considers and answers— 
at least, quotes scientists as answer- 
ing—are, why a dog wags his tail 
when he is pleased, why he tucks it 
between his legs when he fs scolded, 
why he shows his teeth, why he 
holds his ears in various ways under 
the influence of certain feelings. 
Among the matters discussed are the 
development of the 
senses of hearing, seeing and smell- 
ing in dogs, their homing instinct, 
how long they remember people and 
places, how much intelligence there 
is in the things they are taught to 
do and how they can be heiped to 
develop. what intelligence they have. 

Among the many interesting sug- 
gestions Mr. Kelly makes is one that 
dog show committees ought to in- 
stitute intelligence tests, such as 
scientists have devised, with prizes 
for those showing highest mental 
capacity. He thinks that this would 
be much more useful, to say noth- 
ing of more intelligent, than breed- 


which so often results in mere canine 
stupidity. In all of his discussions 
he quotes frequently from psycholo- 
gists, philosophers, students of ani- 
mal life, who have given much time 
to investigation of dog capacities and 
characteristics, referring among 
others, to Darwin, Romanes, Lloyd 
Morgan, Str John Lubbock, Dr. John 
B. Watson, psychologist, of Johns 
Hopkins; L. T. Hobhouse, William 
McDougall, professor of psychology 
in Harvard; Professor E. L. Thorn- 
dike, psychologist, of Columbia. 
Some of the methods these scientists 
have used in their experiments, as 
the author describes them, are. strik- 
ingly ‘ingenious and almost as in- 
teresting in themselves as the con- 
clusions reached by means of them. .

PORTO RICO: HISTORY AND CON- 
DITIONS, SOCIAL, ECONOMIC

NE ought, it appears, to visit 


Porto Rico to gain an adequate 
conception of its many allure- 
ments and interests. But barring 
the actual trip, one can get a pretty 
thorough understanding of the island 
and its people, its history, resources 
and conditions of life from Mr. 
Mixer’s excellent volume, The 
temper in which it is written is 
admirable, so judicial is its spirit, 
so objective the point of view and 
so careful and conscientious is the 
author’s endeavor to present with 
accuracy and honesty the island’s 
panorama. He is thoroughgoing in 
his method and begins with its geo- 
logical story, going on to an account 
of its geography and climate and 
then taking up its history, from its 
discovery down to 1925, with a 
backward glance at its prehistoric 
probabilities. 
This brings him down to the Porto 
Rico of the present day, and he 
makes a study in some detail of eco- 
nomic and social conditions and 
problems, of the form, methods and 
results of government, of the edu- 
cational system and its remarkable 
Aevelopment since American occupa- 
tion, and of the story of the twenty- 
five years, and what they have 
meant for the Porto Ricans, that 
have elapsed since they declared 
their wish to transfer their allegi- 
ance to the United States. There is 
graphic presentation in two chap- 
ters of the customs and habits of 
the people, with especial attention 
to the problem presented by the 
“‘Jibaro,"’ or descendant of the 
racial mixture of native stock and 
Spanish which took place in the 
early history of the island. The 
author sees the only solution for the 
problem he presents in his develop- 
ment and elevation by means of edu- 
cation and training. 
Mr. Mixer deserves especial credit 
because of the understanding and 
sympathy with which he has written 
of both the dominant class of Span- 
ish-descended Porto Ricans and these 
lowlier ones of more benighted con- 
dition. He’ understands and ap- 
Pp the allegi of the Porto 
Ricans to their immemorial Latin 
culture as thoroughly as he realizes 
the importance to the United States 
of winning and holding their allegi- 
ance to the country with which they 
have cast their lot.

Mr. Crumley devotes his first chap- 
ters to study of the individual tree, 
so that the tree-farmer will under- 
stand better the nature, habits of 
growth, characteristics of the tree 
in general and of the various kinds 
of trees and, knowing more about 
these things, will take more interest 
in all trees. Next he takes up the 
forest in general and deals with ite 
needs, its treatment, its uses, af- 
fording a practical exposition of the 
best methods in forestry as adapted 
to the conditions already mentioned. 
He discusses and describes forest 
mensuration, logging and lumbering 
and the comparative quality and 
durability of different kinds of wood. 
There are chapters on the ‘growing 
of. nut trees, the farm nursery, the 
communal value of forests and the 
esthetic gratification afforded by 
trees, while one section recounts the 
history of Arbor Day and offers 
suggestions for making it an enjoy- 
able and useful holiday. Mr. Crum- 
ley thinks that, just as the teaching 
of bird lore to young people and 
interesting them in birds has made 
a tremendous difference in bird life 
during the last generaton, so inter- 
esting them now in trees will prob- 
ably result in a changed national 
attitude toward our forests.

There are many retipes in the 
book; but the author has a beguil- 
ing way of introducing them casual- 
ly in the midst of talk about other 
things than eating. There is a chap- 
ter on “‘Hostesses,’’ followed by an- 
other on ‘“‘Maids and Manners,” in 
which she discusses with tact and 
with fine and kindly spirit some of 
the problems of the modern home, 
and dwells upon some of the beau- 
ties, both spiritual and material, it 
ought to bring into life. Another, 
“On Bridges,’’ discourses pictur- 
esquely upon famous Italian bridges, 
and then comes-swiftly to the ques- 
tion of bridges in America, and what 
refreshments to provi for the 
players, with twenty pages of rec- 
ipes for such occasions. Other 
chapters, with talk about homes. 
mothers, theatres, gardens, offer 
recipes for the cooking of vegeta- 
bles, fruits, cakes, the making of 
salads, sandwiches, the preparing of 
teas and evening suppers, The up- 
to-date dietitian would probably blot 
out with a scornful finger some of 
Mrs. MacDougali’s recipes and 
menus, because of their chemical 
food combinations, and the modern, 
scientifically trained cook would 
doubtless exclaim in horror ovér 
some of her advice on the cooking 
of vegetables and other foods. Nev- 
ertheless, all of her recipes sound 
most toothsome.

ORE than forty years ago John Bach 
McMaster pointed out that no one 
had written a true biography of 
George Washington. The same 
thing could be said today. This does not 
mean that Washington has not had many 
biographers. From Parson Weems, who in- 
vented the cherry-tree story (the tree was 
“barked,” by the way, not cut down) to 
~ Woodrow Wilson and Senator Lodge, the list 
has been a long one. Nor is first-hand evi- 
dence lacking. Washington's own writings 
fill fifteen or twenty volumes, and to these 
may be added the testimony of the most emi- 
nent men of his time, who knew him in the 
flesh. For forty years, from early manhood 
until the time of his death, he was increas- 
ingly in the public eye. But the real man, 
high on his pedestal of official and personal 

reserve, has been hard to come at. 

Masking the real man we now have two 
Washingtons. One is the impeccable Wash- 
ington of Weems, a paragon of all the vir- 
tues and as cold as Houdon’s mapble bust. 
The other is a Washington based on later 
researches, showing that he was a man of 
his times, with the habits of.a man of his 
times. ‘In this picture emphasis is placed on 
Washington'as a human being. The facts 
that he took a drink on occasion, that he 
played for stakes at cards, that he swore 
mightily when sorely tried are much stressed.

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The real Washington, when he is finally 


set forth, will no doubt be somewhere be- 
tween these two pictures: A Washington 
with the great qualities remaining, perhaps 
enhanced, but under his reserve a man with 
some of the endearing ways of a human 
being. One thing is certain: Amid all the 
“revelationsa’’ to which attention thas recent- 
ly been given, the great qualities of Wash- 


ington may fot be successfully challenged. 


His deeds are intertwined as a dominant sus- 
taining force in the creation of the nation 
and in the guidance of the United States in 
the perilous early years. 

On the search for the real Washington, 
Professor McMaster wrote: 

“General Washington is known to us, and 
President Washington. But George Wash- 
ington is an unknown man. When at last 
he is set before us as he lived we shall read 
less.of the cherry tree and more of the man. 
Naught surely that is heroic will be omitted, 
but side by side with what is heroic will 


appear much that is commonplace. We shall 


behold the great commander repairing defeat 
with marvelous celerity, healing the dissen- 


. sions of his officers and calming the pas- 


sions of his mutinous troops. But we shall 
also hear his oaths and see him in the terri- 
bie outbursts of passion to which Mr. Jeffer- 
son has alluded and one of which Mr. Lear 
has described. 

~ “We shall see him refusing to be paid for 


his services by Congress, yet exacting from 
the family of the poor mason the shilling 
that was his due. We shall know of him as 
the cold and forbidding character with whom 
ho fellow-man ever ventured to live on close 
and familiar terms. We shall respect and 
honor him for being, not the greatest of 
Generals, net the most saintly of his race, 
but a man with many human frailties and 
much common sense, who rose in the full- 
ness of time to be the political deliverer of 
our country.’ 

If this judgment is too severe—and in 
some respects it seems to be so—the fault 
may lie with the famous Parson Weems, 
who first presented Washington to his coun- 
trymen in the réle of what Senator Lodge 
ealled ‘‘a faultless prig.’” . But it should be 
noted that Weems’s book was intended to 
be a correction of certain distorted portrayais 
that had gained currency. Weems was a 


“school teacher, a clergyman, an author and 


a book peddier. He had written, before he 
attempted his life.of Washington, ‘“‘The Bad 
Wifes’ ‘Looking-Gilass,” “The Drunkard’s 
Looking-Glass,"" ‘‘God’s Revenge Against

It is 

one of the most ancient cities of 

France, beginning life as a Roman 

stronghold known as ‘‘Virodunum 

Castrum,” from which came the 

shorter name Verdun. 


First Came Attila 
History repeats itself and it does 
not seem strange, that Attila the 
Hun should have been the first to 
attack Verdun. . He laid it waste in

_the year 450. The records of that 


distant day tell us that it was left 
“like a field ravaged by wild 
beasts."" But those who saw Ver- 
dun and. battled there during the 
World War know that even the ter- 
rible Attila had never envisaged such 
utter desolation, such complete de- 
struction, such streams of biood, 
such defiance of death, such sus- 
tained, unmatched courage as re- 
sulted from that great battle which 
began ten years ago today. Nor did 
Attila the Hun face such a spirit as 
that dominating the men who sol- 
emnly swore to themselves: ‘‘They 
shall not pass!” 

Verdun is accustomed to war. 
Since Attila besieged it nearly fif- 
teen centuries ago, it has witnessed 
ten sieges and many battles. 
843 it became a part of the Cario- 
vingian Empire.

In 923 it was incor- 
porated with Ger- 
many. Once, under 
the feudal system, 
the famous Godfrey 
de Bouillon governed 
the county in which 
Verdun was situated.

Orders of the day 
issued by Joffre and 
other Generals were 
searched, and the 
nearest approach to 
the phrase was em-. 
bodied in Joffre's or- 
der of March 10, 
1916: 


For three weeks 
you have withstood 
the most formidable 
attack which the 
enemy has yet 
made. Germany 
counted on the suc- 
cess of this effort, 
which she believed 
would prove irre- 
sistible and for 
which she used her 
best troops and 
most powerful ar- 
tilery. She hoped 
by the capture of 
Verdun to strength- 
en the courage of 
- her allies and con- 
vince neutrals of 
German superiority. 
But she counted 
without you! The 
eyes of the country are on you! 
You belong to those of whom it 
shall be said: ‘“They barred the 
road to Verdun."’ 

Many inspiring orders of a similar 
nature were issued from time to 
j time, but in none of them appears 
the phrase ‘‘Iis ne passcront pas” 
nor that other .phrake often substi- 
tuted for it, *‘On ne passe pas’’ (“No 
thoroughfare” or yang barred”). 


The writer called upon Marshal

For the 
‘merits of the game he cared nothing, 
only for its results. To ‘win at any 
cost, merely for the sake of winning, 
twas all that.mattered. It did -not 
cour to his mind that one man’s 
Victory might be another man’s de- 
feat. To that aspect of the case, he 
/ paid: no more attention than does the 
screen, to the candidate, how- 


-] ever right, who may be on the losi 


side. . 


In the world series of medieval 
wars,. Assisi was drawn against 
Perugia. And it happened that 
Perugia took Francis prisoner and 
so held him for a year, whence he 
emerged, a victim to malaria. How 
to be happy without health then be- 
came the question—how to. reconcile 
high spirits with a low fever. The 
entire theory of get, get on and get 
up had collapsed. Youth, strength, 
beauty, wealth, popularity—none of 
these henceforth could be life. 


Again, there was an evening when, 
from the clatter and jazz of the 
banquet and ballroom, Francis and 
his friends stepped forth onto a ter- 
race, thus to cool their brows under 
the silence of the eternal stars. It 
was a silence that, in all that mob, 
one man alone had the sanity to 
share. Francis, said they, must be 
meditating marriage. ‘‘Yes,’’ he an- 
swered, ‘‘I am about to take a wife 
of surpassing fairness.’’ It was with 
the lady called Poverty that the rich 
young ruler had fallen in love. 

It Was Anti-Live , 

According to 8t.- Francis, what 
man needed was—enough. Any man 
with more than enough was .abnor- 
mal. It was not only that wealth 
had céased to be an object. It had 
become an obstacle. It was not life. 
It was anti-life. A man with riches 
was poorer than- a man without 
them. And the three vows. of obe- 
dience, poverty and chastity were 
not a denial of self. They were self- 
adjustment. They were self, weighéd 
in a balance and found neither want- 
ing nor superfluous, , 

When his movement was joined by 
St.. Clare, it. may be asked why, in 
his passion fcr the normal, he did 
not take her to wife, found a home 
and show Italy what a home should 
be. Insteai, he cut off her hair and 
she became first Abbess of the Poor 
Sisters. ‘That St. Francis lived the 
ascetic: life is history. And at 44 
years of age, he was worn out. But 
these are facts, which, after all, em- 
Dhasize the argument. His faith was 
not only a balance of life but an en- 
dea'vor to restore the balance. Amid 


disobedience, he had to be emphatic | 


in his submission to rule. Amid ‘ex- 
travagance, he had to deny himself 
even necessities. Amid laxity -of 
morals, he had to forego wife, chil- 
dren, home. And because others 
neglected their opportunities, -he had 
to go forth, a missionary. and 
apostie, working overtime. Given a 
country in decadence, and there is 
no hope outside a St. Francis of 
Assisi. He is the force that pre- 





serves a disturbed . equilibrium—the 


one poor wise man who saves the 
city. 

Not that St. Francis condemned 
magnificance as such. On the con- 
trary, it was the magnificence of 
God that he asserted. And he be- 
lieved with all his soul that this 
magnificence of God should be re- 
flected in the institutions of men. 
He might live himself in a hut of 
mud and wattles. But at St. Peter’s, 
he was indignant over the niggardly 
gifts of the people, and into the 
treasury he emptied his purse. Mag- 
nificence for the race was right. 
was only magnificence for the in- 
dividual that was wrong. And no 
sooner had he made his gift to the 
Church: than he changed clothes 
with a beggar and himself stood 
fasting at the doors of the basilica, 
while to rebuild the Chapel of St. 
Damian, he carried stones on his 
shoulders, mixed the mortar and 
plastered the walls. 

St. Francis was thus the apostle of 
common sense—that is, of the sense 
of the common weal, and in his 
| young life there was a moment when 
ihe played the Bolshevik. So eager 
‘was he to restore St. Damian’s that 
one day he plunged into Bernar-

done’s store, gathered up colored 
fabrics, rode off to the market at 
Foligno and sold both horse and 
stuff. if wealth is to be renounced, 
why is not wealth to be confiscated? 
Enough to say that what saved St. 
Francis was the traditional wisdom 
of his Church. He might seize his 
father’s goods, but this did not mean 
that the’ priest of St. Damiaa’s 
would accept them. The gift was, in 
fact, declined and St. Francis learned 


4 the lesson that no man can give ex- 


cept of his own. 

As. with property, so with princi- 
ples. According to St. Francis, be- 
lief, in order to be belief, must be 
self-evident, Belief cannot be either 
taken from a man or added to him 
by force or by fraud ‘and, with all 
their zeal, those: first minor friars 
did not persecute; they only per- 
suaded, which, perhaps, was the dis- 
tinction between them and_ their 
Spanish contemporary, St. Dominic, 
with whose disciples the Inquisition 
became.so terrible an instrument of 
oppression. The only rack, the only 
thumbscrew employed by St. Francis 
was syllogism, illuminated by ex- 
ample. 

Pelted With Mud 

The conduct of the ‘saint’s father, 
Bernardone, was as logical as the 
conduct of the saint himself. Not. 
only did he teke back the »money 
offered to St. Darian’s, but he beat 
his son, chained him and imprisoned 
him in a dark cellar, and 
opinion was wholly on ‘Bernardone’s 
side. In Assisi St. Francis was 
pelted with “mud and stones. Just 
as Galileo was unpopular because he 
said that the world moved round the 
sun, so was 8t. Francis unpopular 
because as a scientist he had dis- 
covered that life is more than meat, 
and body than raiment. Facts which 
today are acknowledged as unchal- 
lengeable in every hospital were 
treated -by secular wisdom as of- 
fenses against society, and it is only 
after centuries of wasted food, .ridic- 
ulous clothing, monstrous mansions, 
preposterous coaches and intolerable 
etiquette that slowly but’ surely so- 
ciety is adopting the scientific saint- 
linegss of strict economy. For mil- 
lions today the diet of St. Francis is 
regulated by doctor’s orders. Where 
faith blazed the trail reason’ pain- 
fully follows.

The reply of St. Francis to his 
father was based on a profound 
equation of values. 


“Hitherto,” said he, “I have called 
you my father on earth; hencefortn 
I desire only to say ‘Our. Father,- 
who art in heaven.’ ”’ 

A fatherhood of the individual 
which excludes the fatherhood of the 
race, was to him, a contradiction in 
terms: No happiness was possible 
for him, as a logician, which was 
denied to others..He would not drink 
of the cup until he could drink it 
new in that kingdom whefe sharing 
is the science of heaven: : 

‘To share—that was the secret of 
life. The manliness of St. Francis 
-Was other-maniiness. ‘Here, for in- 
stance, was a leper; embrace him; 
better to be a leper among lepers 
than to stand afar off, isolated but 
Clean. .‘‘He was among sinners as 
one of themselves.’’ 

“I am dying,’’ cried a little friar, 
who flinched under the fasts. ‘‘You 
may eat,’’ said St. Francis, and in- 
sisted that, lest the weak brother be 
shamed, the other friars should eat 
with him. - There is a story. of King 
Edward, who, when a Labor mém- 
ber at dinner drank out of his fin- 
gerbowl, solemnly did ‘likewise, as 
did the company, lest the inexperi- 
enced guest be humiliated. The table 
of St. Francis was low and mean 
in order that the beggar might find 
himself among equals.

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Speed, Resourcefulness ne a High Spirit of Service Charaiteize the. Twelve Men Who R 
Debates for the Official Record—Some Lively Stenographic 


By CARSON C. HATHAWAY 
T has been said that sooner or 
later évery one studies either 
shorthand or law. The lawyer’s 
highest honor is to serve on 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States. Within a minute's walk 
through the corridors of the national 
Capitol from that illustrious body 
are two groups of men who have 
reached the top of the ladder in the 
shorthand world. They serve Con- 
gress as the “Official Reporters of 
Debates.”’ 

While the Supreme Court Justices 
are listening to a iawyer or two, 
whom they may interrupt at will, 
the reporters of debates must listen 
to 435 Representatives and 96 Seri- 
ators. The reporters never inter- 
rupt. If six Congressmen begin talk- 
ing at once on taxes, wars, postmas- 
ters, religion. crime and prohibition, 
while the Speaker pounds for order, 
the reporter, a lone victim in the 
midst of the storm, is supposed to 
record everything, including the 
pounding. The motto is, “‘Get it 
all,”’ and get it all they do. The 
result of their work is the Congres- 
tionel Record, to which modest Con- 
gressmen give the title “the Greatest 
Newspaper in the World.” 

There are twelve reporters, six for 
the Senate, six for the House, Each 
group forms a corps, headed by a 
dean. Every member is as proud as 
a diplomat of the traditions that 
cling to his calling. Here amid the 
whirl of politics are positions in 
which the supreme test is the ability 
to do almost perfect work. 


A Lite-Time Job 


In the House the reporters are 
appointed by the Speaker. “They may 
be removed by him for°@ause, a con- 
tingency that has never eccyrred.

Only one takes notes at a time. He 
is responsible for his portion of the 
day’s proceedings: The Senate re- 
porters take notes in a fixed rota- 
tion, which is followed year after 
year. In the House the. schedule 


changes, so that the man who takes 
first one day Aakes last on the next 
day. When the House reporters are 
about to begin they mark off in 
their notebooks a space that will fill 
a@ column and a half of the Congres- 
sional Record. When ‘this space is 
almost filled the man on the job nods 
to his successor, who then relieves 
him. The one who has finished goes 
to the reporters’ room, where he 
reads off the copy to a dictaphone, 
the cylinders of which are tran- 





scribed by expert typists. The Sen- 
ate reporters take 
notes in fifteen- 
minute ‘shifts, re- 
gardiess of the 
matter taken. 
After the mate- 
rial is transcribed 
every reporter re- 
vises his own 
‘“*take.” Only a 
small part of each 
reporter’s time is 
spent on the floor, 
some of his most 
important w.or k 
coming in the re- 
vision.

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HEART OF NEW ORLEANS SAVED 


Vigorous Efforts Now Being Made to 
Preserve the Picturesque Vieux 


Where Prisoners Used to Be Confined in the Cabildo.

HE Vieux Carré, the French 
quarter of New Orleans, is. to 
be saved. Oblivion of half a 
century has lifted, and this

Across the square, facing the 
river, is the St. Louis Cathedral, 
built on a site dedicated to the eccle- 
siastical purposes from the moment 
of the founding of the city. Beside 
it is the Cabildo, the old Spanish 
court house, edifice of a thousand 
memories. On the uptown and down-

| town sides (north and south being 
designations unknown in New Or- 
leans) are the Pontalba buildings, 
built in the 1780s by the great Don 
Andres Almonaster y Roxas for his 
daughter, the beautiful Baroness de 
Pontalba. They were occupied by the 
foremost families and were the cen- 
tre of the social life of the city at 
the time when its culture was ad- 
mitted to rival that of the court. of 
France. 

A few years ago Vieux Carré real 
estate improved in value. Men of 
moderate income were surprised to 
find that houses which they had pre- 
viously bought for little more than 
the proverbial song would bring a 
great deal more. New Orleans be- 
gan to be aware of the importance of 
the quarter, historic and otherwise. 

Once the Ball Room 

A group of wealthy men undertook 
the restoration of the Pontalba build- 
ings in one of the first attempts to- 
ward preservation of the old city. 
The structure was cleaned and re- 
paired and painted. The great -ball 
rooms and the stately dining halls of 
another period were cut up into 
.rooms—still large when compared 
with the new doll-house apartments 
of the upper city. Today whole fam- 
ilies live in four or five rooms that 
were once the ball room of an ilus- 
trious family. The changes made 
were not architectural and the ex- 
terior remaing practically the same 
as when the house was erected by 
the gallant old Andalusian don.

| wherein are to be found the city’s 
famous underworld characters.

New Orieans. Time has had its ef- 
fect and each successive shift of oc- 
cupation is reflected, yet there is an 
intangible something—call it atmos- 
phere, romance or what you will— 
that cannot be altered. A third story 
has been added to the Cabildo, tak- 
ing away from the pure Castilian 
lines of the old Spanish court house, 
and the Pontalba -buijdings have 
been provided with electricity and 
running water, but such changes 
are superficial, ‘The spirit of the 
Vieux Carré lives on. 

Jackson Square is stil] laid out in 
the formal ‘French fashion - planned 
by the Baroness Pontalba upon 
her return from France. Old Hick- 
ory, weighing 20,000 pounds in 
bronze, stands in the centre of the 
square that witnessed his triumphal 
celebration of the battle of New Or- 
leans in 1815. Perhaps that celebra- 
tion—with te deums sung by the 
choir boys and _ populace _rolling. out 
from the cathedral and with the 
clergy in the full panoply of rejoic- 
ing—was the most magnificent ever 
enacted upon this ground. There 
had been erected near the spot where 
the statue of Jackson now stands if 
tradition be correct a temporary 
triumphal arch on which Liberty and 
Justice were gorgeously represented. 
From this arch to.the entrance of the 
cathedral were ranged white-garbed 
“Jeunes filles” of prominent families, 
each representing a State or Terri- 
tory. 

Through this aisle of girls, with 
the volunteer firemen brave in their 
uniforms of state: with the African 
“bruits” and with the general popu- 
lation staring on in awe, Old Hickory 
himself stalked down to the doors of 
the cathedral. There he was greeted 
by the girl representing Louisiana, 
who, “in a short and gracious 
speech’’ (to quote from a manu- 
script of the period), delivered to 
Genera} Jackson an expression of the 
love and respect in which he was 
held by the people of the city.

EAR Red Deer, in Western 


‘dred brave but penniless Hebrideans 
have come to settle in Canada, hop- 
ing that the new soll may not be so 

te conquer as was.the cruel 
sea. they and their ancestors have 
been fighting for generations. Al- 
though unaccustomed to life removed 
from the tang of salt winds, they are! 
already more comfortably established 
in their new homes than they were 
in the dreary home island after years 
of continuous. labor. ‘ 

These loyal Hebrideans were per- 
suaded to emigrate to Canada only 
when starvation confronted them. 
Their land is largely barren—a land 
of mountains and moorlands. Pota- 
toes and“turnips.are the only. siire 





crops, barley and oats growing.on a 
few of the islands. They fish; but 
the sea is hungry, too, and claims 
every year some of the daring fish- 
ermen whose vessels failed to master 
the waves. Little by little the popu- 
lation has decreased, leaving in many 
cases a whole isignd -inhabited by 
five families or less. 

It was not until 1748 that the. Eng- 
lish succeeded in appointing Sheriffs 
and restoring peace of the Islands, 
hitherto constantly at war.

A few years ago Rhys Carpenter,

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" OLD MAPS COME ONCE MORE INTO FAVOR 


Charts on Exhibition 
Here Possess the 
Rich Flavor of 
The Past 


By H. I, BROCK 

E powerful fascinations of 
maps, as maps merely, repre- 
sentations in line and color ac- 
i | cording to the cartographer’s 
| conventions of promised lands, lead 
) eaptive the imagination of almost all 
of us, from eager youth to dreamy 
age.- Watch the happy absorption of 
the traveler-to-be in the practical 
every-day modern railway map that 
nlots his intinerary; and, after he 
comes back from foreign parts, take 
note of the radiance of reminiscence 
in which he shows you upon that 
map the-mileposts of his explora- 

tiong. : 

Maps, full of cold details of fact as 
they now are, remain still the key 
to the land of heart’s desire—its 
beckoning visions and its cherished 
memories. Unfold the map of Paris 
out of Baedeker’s red guidebook. It 
is a puzzle to make your head ache. 
And yet it is the very lamp of Alad- 
din in your hands. 

The Art of the Mapmaker © 

So marvélous are maps—the com- 
mon  eye-devastating accompani- 
ments of railway guides and cheap 
atlases! But there are those whose 
affections are fixed upon the map as 
it was before scientific accuracy laid 
upon it the obligation of sacrificing 
beauty to use, of abandoning the 
large freedom of fancy for the nar- 
row confines of truth. There are 
those who do not mind being made 
to forget that maps are mere repre- 
sgentations of more or less accessible 
parts ofthe earth, for the sake of 
the art the mapmaker has put in 
them which embellishes the geo- 
graphic scene with pictorial history 
and mythology and heraldry and 
zoology, according to his own taste 
and the colorful fashion of his time. 

Such old maps afe not merely the 
key to romance, they are romance 

_itself; examples of an art evocative 
of the full, rich flavor of a past 
“when almost anything might be true 
_- and the dark outer margin of fact 
~ was the bright nning of dreams. 
‘Which is why,” nowadays, old at- 
dases of the sixteenth and seven- 
; teenth centuries are pulled apart and 
why. the copper-plate engravings 
with their hand coloring are set 
~ against the wall as decorations. They 
are decorations—whatever else they 
are besides.” That includes, often,

being good practical maps, in spite of 
insufficient data and distortions of 
literal geography traceable perhaps 
to that old Alexandrine’ Ptolemy. 
For Ptolemy's representations of the 
world as a globe in the second cen- 
tury after Christ were the material 
of the maps which lured Columbus 
“east by west” toward India, and so 
made him discoverer of the continent 
which Ptolemy and the rest had left 
out of. their calculations—the conti- 
nent which the Old World of Colum- 
bus and of those geographers is now 
reluctantly compelled to get along 
with as best it can, 

There were -papyrus maps in 
Egypt, and maps served as: murals 
both in Egypt and in Babylon. The 
Greeks had their maps and the Ro- 
mans theirs—severely utilitarian mat. 
ters of roads and warfare, these lat- 
ter. The Middle Ages had their 
maps in manuscript. Especially 
there were the so-called ‘‘Portolan”’ 
charts, made by the actual navigat- 
ors of the’ Mediterranean, drawn in 
colors upon skins or parchment, and 
consisting of accurate delineations of 
coast lines with fanciful designs rep- 
resenting towns and. other features 
not too far inland. These were the 
charts which Columbus no doubt 
used as a navigator of the Inner 
Ocean and the coasts beyond. 

_Afterward busy sega rovers plotted 
the African coast and even a large 
part of the Eastern coast of Amer- 
ica. But what may be called modern 
mapmaking began with the discov- 
ery of Ptolemy’s manuscript in the 
fifteenth century and the printing, 
in 1475; of.a translation of his

**Geographia” in Latin. Exploration 
and mapmaking went on with equal 
ardor in the years following. 

For two centuries, says Sir Herbert 
George Fordham, “their errors viti- 
ated the maps of Europe and the ad- 
joining continents.’’ Theirs, never- 
theless, are the maps which map- 
lovers most delight’ in. The first 
atlas—though he called it “Thea- 
trum” instead—was that of Ortelius, 
Printed in Antwerp in 1570. And it 
was Gerhard Kraemer (translated 
into Latin Mercator) whose own col- 
lection of maps was first published 
after his death, in 1607, the exact 
year in which Jamestown in Vir- 
ginia was settled by the English; it 


was Kraemer who adopted the name. 


Atlas, after the giant of Greek myth- 
ology who bore on his shoulders the 
pillars of the sky. 


They Evoke Dreams 

Thus the very name gave license to 
the fancy of the mapmakers who, 
to attract the eye and divert the 
mind from the “lack of information” 
(as one commentator surmises,) em- 
bellished - their creations with car- 
touches, galleons, sea monsters, 
whales, savage animals and_ still 
more savage men. So that their 
work lives as art now that it is 
out of date as science—as few mod- 
erm maps are likely to do, for all 
their laborious exactitude. What has 
happened, indeed, is that: the atlas 
has moved so far from its fabulous 
namesake that it is now only a cold 
thing of printed lines until the 
reader’s desires and dreams add fire 


1649-1655. 





But to return to the mapmakers: 
Holland, which was a nation not 
only of navigators, but of printers, 
furnished many of them, including 
Willem, Jan and Cornelis Blaeu, 
who assembled and printed half a 
dozen atlases. They made maps of 
the whole world as known or sur- 
mised—maps duly adorned with car- 
touches, galleons, monsters, coats of 
arms. But particularly interesting 
to us are their maps of the Atlantic 
Coast of America—New England, 
New York,’ Virginia, Bermuda - ahd 
the West Indies—some of them curi- 
ously disconcerting to look at be- 
cause the north had not yet got con- 
ventionally fixed at the top of the 
page,-so that sometimes at the first 
glance our east coast seems to face 
west. One of the well-known Vir- 
ginia maps celebrates Captain John 
Smith and Powhatan by name and 
-pictorially, as you may see for your- 
self in a current showing of these 
agreeable artistic curiosities at the 
Kennedy Galleries. 

What is more significant—proof of 
the fact that perfection of scientific 
mapmaking has not quite destroyed 
the older and freer art—is that deco- 
rative maps are shown.at the exhi- 
bition of the Architectural League. 
Putnam Brinley’s map of the field of 
operations of the United States Navy 
during the war is an example of the 
return to the older method, which 
has already been mentioned in these 
columns, along with another map 
decoration by Fred Marsh: a map of 
city traffic appropriately designed for 
a wall in the Automobile Club of 
America. This is not in the exhibi- 
tion, but there is a map devoted to 
Nantucket and the whaling industry 
and pictorially decorated to suit. 

Mr. Marsh, by the way, has made 
@ number of maps as incidents of the 
decoration of country houses here- 
abouts and at a distance. These 


maps take as material the plan of the |’ 


estate and its vicinity and transform 
that plan into a panel which makes 
effective use of a wall space—the 
idea being the same as that applied 
to the tapestry map of Newark for 
the museum of that city, mentioned 
last week. 

In England; to which the. art of 
mapmaking was early conveyed from 
Holland, there were interesting map- 
makers, whose work has come down 
to us much enhanced in value by its 
rarity, and who worked with ink and

For instance, there is a Never- 
Never Land, which is laid out in en- 
chanted shore and sea and lake, 
whereon are pictured all the places 
and personages of the fairy tales 
which are part of the fabric of our 
subconscious representations of the 
facts of the world we have had to 
meet since childhood—and therefore 
more real than most of them—Jack 
the Giant Killer, the Sleeping 
Beauty’s castle—a whole crowded 
world of incident and color against 
a background that. is not less a map 
because it is not to be found in your 
geography book. 

Again, a map of the Seven Seas. 
This is not a chart for brass-bound 
captains of liners or skippers of 
tramp steamers on the routes of the 
ocean ferry. It is a map for fire- 
side mariners whose ship is of the 
sort that rolled along the Spanish 
Main or with towering canvas sailed . 
the South Seas. In fact, there is a 
lofty swelling galleon in the midst. 
‘And the map, under a sort of pretext 
of discovering the ordinary conti- 
ments of commerce—for they are 
there—shows particularly places 
much more important: Treasure Is- 
land, Robinson Crusoe’s island and 
all sorts of unforgettable and thrill-

His Preaching to Birds 

What is called his preaching to the 
birds seems to have been rather an 
effort to prevent the birds preach- 
ing to him.

Yet Mr, Hampden has 
thought it necessary to give a sort of 
éxplanation to that section of his fol- 
lowing which has not yet accepted 
repertory as impossible even in New 
York: On Mr. Hampden’s part it is 
explained that times @ changed 
since the days, twenty-five years ago, 
when Henry Irving and Eien Terry 
last essayed repertory here. Even 
then the British stars were under the 
necessity of hiring a vacant building 
next to the Knickerbocker ‘Theatre to 
store the scenery of all the other plays 
on their list while one of them was 
being presented. Now that sort of 
thing can be done only at prohibitive 
cost, and the modern theatre has not 
enough sélf-coritained storage space 
for the settings of eyen a small reper- 
tery, put’on in the manner which the 
metropolitan public now expects of a 
production of any pretensions. 

This is essentially a real estate rea- 
son and a reminder of how closely 
related in New York is the business 
of the theatre and that of the realtor. 
Nor is it practicable to get around the 
difficulty by carting the scehery back 
and forth from the warehouse each 
week, . For it is pointed out that the 
expense incurred for that cartage and 
for extra stage hands Would run into 
a weekly item of many hundreds of 
dollars. : 

Gther considerations are the diffi- 
culty of holdings rehearsals of one 
play while another is running; putting 
a strain upon the actors which the 
Russians are still willing to. endure, 
but which the Amefican actor, no 
longer habituated to the stock com- 
pany idea, finds excessive, and which 
in fact seriously impairs the perform- 
ance of the play which the public is 
paying to see, «© 

Yet another consideration is men- 
tioned. Habits of thought about their 
theatrical fare on the part of. the pub- 
io also have to be counted in. The- 
atregoers have got so accustomed to 
‘going to plays that are proclaimed as 
‘hits’ that it takes an acknowledged

In Jngram’s New Picture

r H® second half of Rex Ingram’s 
picturization of Blasco Ibdfiez’s 
; 1 ‘Mare Nostrum’’ is exciting 
and powerful, but for several 
reels in the beginning -there is little 
more than beautiful description. Mr. 
Ingram spends too much time on sym. 
bolic octopi and the fading out of 
Freya Talberg’s face into the picture 
of Amphitrite, Neptune’s wife, a‘sort 
of thing that is not suited to this 
type of narrativé. . The story itself 
meanders, first dealing with the sea-— 
Our Sea—then with the German activ- 
ities in Italy through the medium of 
two women—one . shortsighted and 
stout, and the other exquisitely beau- 
tiful—after -which comes the love of 
the Spaniard Ulysses  Ferragut for 
the beautiful Wilhelmstrasse Spy, this 
being connected up with the sea, or 
rather the Mediterranean in this in- 
stance, by the phliegmatic. German 
maiden’s likeness to Amphitrite. 
Ulysses, our hero, has & certain 
amount of character strength written 
on his countenance, and therefore it 
is surprising when. he succumbs 80 
quickly to Freya's limpid eyes and 
golden hair. He is supposed to he 
very fond of his young son, but ap- 
parently all affection for his wife van- 
ished when he gazed into Freya's fair 
face. 

There are séveral captions in ‘this 
production with which one. could find

Hnes, but although 
you have compelling scenery in the 
film, it. does not make up for getting 
rid of the fair Freya at the time it 
happens... The: hero, such as he is, 
lives on, torn betweétn love for Freya 
and vengeance against those who have 
sent his son to a watery grave.

of-fact man. with yellow shoes and 
horn-rimimed spectacles, whose oLses- 
sion is tempo. He even writes scenes 
for a picture or maps them out to 
thé click-click of a, metronome, vary- 
ing the tempo according to the.action. 
Mr., Vidor is methodical. He *as been 
under the spell of motion pictures 
since he was a boy of 12. He now is 
about 85,\and he believes that there is 
a chance \for a new art through the 
medium of the camera.

have been omitted. But the general 
situation is accurately indicated by 
the data assembled, which may. be 
illuminating to: those who are. still 
hypnotized by the word ‘‘Europe.’’ 


Further interesting statistics could 
be compiled of orchestral and operatic 
conditions in Rome and Milan. La 
Scala with Mr. Toscanini has quite 
& progressive repertory, one that in- 
eludes some modern Italian works 
which should be known here, but it 
has not the repertory of the Metro- 
politan. Its performances are of super- 
lative eloquence, thanks to the in- 
comparable conductor rather than the 
individual performers. They are justly 


famous throughout the world, but, 


there is not the material to work with 


that Mr. Toscanini would have if he. 
were here. Orchestrally there has. 


been a great awakening in Italy in 
the last twenty years, and the last five 
years have seen impressive develop- 
ments in this field. New York, not- 
withstanding, is acquainted with 
nearly all of the latest Ftalian com- 
positions for orchestta, made known 
in part by the labors of Mr.. Tos- 
canini, in part by distinguished Italian 


+ composers, including Mr. Casella and 


Mr. Respighi, who has been with us 
this year. 

Nor must the activities of the two 
energetic and enterprising ,modern 


music societies, the League of Com- 


posers and. the International Com- 
posers’ Guild, be forgotten. <A tour of 
modern music festivals in Europe in 


1924 emphasized the fact that, largely 4 


éwing to them, important new music 
does not as a rule wait a long time

There dre any moralg to be drawnf 
from these things. Some of them are 
creditable to us, others are not. The 
fact of sovereign wealth has much to 
do with the brilliant. musical period 
that is now in order in this country. 
At the-same time, without any desire 
to flaunt facts which are in part the 
result of material good. fortune in the 
face. of those who have been less fa- 
vored of the gods, it is only right-and 
advisable that Americans take stock 
of their artistic acquirements .and 
strength, with a view to a better and 
more just perspective’ of themselves.

| Do the Editor of The New York Times: 


Have not those who have been dis- 
cussing the Harvard Glee Club rather 
missed the central point in the whole 
situation? It would seem that the 
service rendered by the glee club in 
developing fine taste in the younger 
members of our public is so funda- 
mental, so vital to. our musical wel- 
fare, that we might well regard any 
minor mistakes in the method of ren- 
dering it as negligible. Who shall 
judge whether the club has or has not 
occasionally shown.the trying. Har- 
vard snobbishness?. Quite possibly it 
has; but if so, all we have to remem- 
ber is that’ the highbrow is only a 
little absurd and rather amusing, 
while the lowbrow is devastating to 
all that.might be fine in our life. The 
glee club is doing an essential work 
in the spirit of those lovers of the best 
—men like Charlee Eliot Norton and 
William James, like. Royce and. Wen- 
dell and Santayana—who have created 
the noblest of Harvard traditions; and 
it is both-sad and strange to see Har- 
vard' graduates who are willing not 


only to refuse such work their support 


but» actually to impede it by niggling 
criticisms because it does not deyote 
itself to ministering to their infantile 
fixations. ; 


As for the song, ‘‘The Lamp in the 
West,’ any one who will take the 


trouble to examine it will see that it. 


is a piece of sentimental’ platitude— 
the music as bad as the words, ‘which 
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is saying a. good deal. Mr, Walter 
Kramer questions ‘the ‘‘etiquette’’ of 
a Harvard man’s making ‘such criti- 
cisms of a.Yale man’s. productions, 
but what have these college-boy par- 
tisanships to do with serious matters 
of artistic beauty where large and 
vital loyalties are at stake? Suppose 
a Yale critic were to impugn the taste 
which should set up a piece of poetic 
sentimentality like, let us say, Long- 
fetllow's ‘‘Psalm. of: Life’ as a model 
and touchstone for young lovers of 
poetry. Should we not, Hafvard and 
Yale men alike, regard him as per- 
forming an important public service? 
Yet the ‘“‘Psalm _of Life’’ is almost 
good aS compared with ‘‘The Lamp 
in the West’’—and musical standards 
among us are intolerably.low as com- 
pared with poetic. 

After all, however, the mati point 
is that all these arguments about de- 
tails are trivial and irrelevant, un- 
worthy an idealistic. people like our- 
selves. The Harvard Glee Club is do- 
ing an invaluable and sorely needed 
service to our. higher esthetic Hfe: It 
behooves us to be duly grateful, . and 
to. support so important an influence 
up to the limit of our resources,

If, moreover, it should be urged that 
the great apostle, since he was will-- 
ing to abstain from eating heathen 
oblations for the sake of » weaker 
brethren, would no doubt have Ween 
willing to abstain from’ wine also, 
then indeed the text and the sermon 
do have a certain connection in that 
they flatly contradict each other. 
For whereas the eminent prelate is all 
for prohibition, or the forcible coercion 
of his brethren, the apostle is revealed 
as practicing and inculcating volun- 
tary abstention or temperance--which 
is'a very different thing, 

In this connection it should be noted 
that St. Paul does indeed treat. of 
prohibition directly. The passage wil] 
be found ‘in Colossians, -fi, 21, where 
he quotes the slogan of the Anti-Sa- 
loon League of his day: ‘Touch not, 
taste not, handle not,” and demolishes 
it entirely as a rule of conduct fit to

HAT shall America: do with 

her deserts, which’ cover great 
areas in “Arizona, California, 
Colorado, Idaho, Kansas, Montana, 
Nebraska, Nevada, New Mexico; North 
Dakota, Oregon, South Dakota, Texas, 
Utah, Washington and Wyoming? One 
part of the desert area is go unproduc- 
tive that for sixty or seventy thousand 
square miles it cannot be used even for 
pasture, except along the streams and 
in high mountains. That is in Ari- 
zona, and the unpastured region, 
properly called desert; extends far 
down into Mexico. Thrifty New Eng- 
landers have had a stubborn soil to 
deal with, and have done well in “heir 


the’ Far Westerner fighting against 
heat,,sand, and a’bone-dry climate has 
had an even greater task, one that Is 
still too great for hirn. ; 
‘The desert region of the United 
States covers a wide triangle, with its 
western edge following up the Sierra 
Nevada mounfains to Central Oregon, 
and its’ eastern edge ‘passing through 
Salt Lake City and Santa. Fé south- 
“ward to the mouth of the Pecos 
River. Most ofthis area has a rain- 
fall-of less than ten inches a year. 
Even a desert has some rain,. but not 
enough to make it fruitful. 

The defiance of the' desert some- 
times yields to the proper treatment. 
“The desert shall rejoice and blossom 
as the rose’’ is not simply ec¢clesiasti- 
‘cal. poetry. Often only water. is 
needed “to @ a wilderness become 
productive. Salt Lake City is thé 
classic example. Any one who has 
seen Salt Lake City bathed in- sun- 
shine under .a clear blue sky, with 
fountains of Water bubbling’ con- 
stantly at the corners: of the side- 
walks, will pardon the Mormons for 
thinking that they have built the New 
Jerusalem.

Under 
the very nose of England she sank one 
ship ‘and captured another within a 
‘few minutes of each other on Jan, 11; 
The captured prize, the Corbridge, was 
on her maiden voyage and full of coal. 
Her . fate therefore was postponed. 
+ Next day, by 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon, the Moewe had blown up one 
steamer and had reached another. 

The second suffered the usual fate; 
and by the time the last trace of her 
had gone the moon had risen and dis- 
Closed still another prey. This, too, 
disappeared like the rest. Then 
came a brief Iull in the raider’s ac- 
tivities, a lull that was needed to set 
herself shipshape; for by this time 
more than 100° prisoners had been 
taken aboard, with their monkeys, 
dogs, ‘cats and chickens: “and other 
personal effects. 

On Jan. 15 a $,000-ton ship was 
sunk before seshniak and the Ap- 
pam, an ocean liner of 7,781 tons, 
was taken before dark. This ‘was a 


~| real prize, as most of the victims the 


12,000-ton Moewe tackled ranged 
from 3,000 to 5,000 tons.’

the matter. A year. or so ago they 
faced the problem squarely and ap- 
pointed a committee “on ths Place of 
English in American life.’’ Its pur- 
pose was to discover just how people 
, Rave to use their language in talking, 
writing, reading and listening, and 
where and how they find special diffi- 

“+ -qulty; then to consider the’ effective- 
ness of present methods. of language 
instruction and the line ofpossible im- 
provement. 

Many contacts occurred to the com- 
pilers of the questionnaire, as they set 
out to quiz a representative section of 
the public. They selected those that

On each point, the threefold ques- 
@on. was asked: Do you use English 
in this way? Do you use it frequent- 
ly? Do you find that this use pre- 
sents any outstanding difficulty? 

The questionnaire was submitted to 
25,000 persons in thirty-four States. 
They were picked with the idea of 
getting away from academic ciréles: 
and into the arena of the workaday 
world. More than one-tenth came 
back, fully filled out by adults whose 
schooling was obtained in America, 
Housewives, members of professions, 
managers and skilled workers in busi- 
ness and fndustry, were among them.

The committee plans to have the re- 
sults of its study brought to the at- 
tention of school authorities through- 
out the countrg, that they may check 
their own work by it and make such 
changes as their judgement directs.

WOMEN WORKERS ASSISTED 
IN COLLECTING WAGES DUE 





IXTY-THREE years ago a group 
of.outsiders dropped into a meet- 
ing of women workers in a downt 

town public hall. Labor conditions in 
and: around the city had been par- 
ticularly hard that year. It was war- 
time; needlework orders and factory 
jobs -were scarce. Women who de- 
pended upon such employment for 
their daily bread suffered enough at 
‘best; now the plight of some of them 
was desperate. .A pale little woman 
with a drawn face and sad eyes arose 
to speak. 

“If we could only. get paid for the 
work we do,’’ she exclaimed. This 


as|phrase rang in the memories of the 


visitors as they went on their way. 
Certainly the working. woman was 
worthy -of her hire. It occurred to 
them that outsiders might help}, and 
so the Working-Women’s Protective 
Union came into beirig. 

Having taken its name-in a day 
when the word “‘union” had not its 
present connotation, the organization 
finds it necessary now to place in 
parentheses beneath its name, “‘not a- 
labor union.”® It is a philanthropic 
organization of friends of working wo- 
men, guaranteeing to all, save house 
servants, the* protection of the law. 
For sixty-three years it has heard 
their troubles and fought their battles 
through the courts, if need be; and 
never a cent has it taken for .its 
services. ; 

When the union commenced its 
laborsit undertook, in‘ addition to af- 
Aording ‘legal protection from frauds 
and impositions, “‘appeais respectfully 
put urgently made to employers “for 
wages proportioned to the pst ‘of liv- 
ing, and for such shortening of. the 
hours of labor as.is due to health and 
the requirements of household af- 
fairs.’’ 


* Chiefly a Wage Collector. 


It pleaded for “sympathy and‘ sup- 
port for the otherwise defenseless 
working woman.’’ It. started what is 
saaid to have been the first free em- 
ployment agency in-New York, which 
had the ‘additional somewhat radical 
purpose of opening up ‘“‘new and ap- 
propriate spheres” for women. Above 
all, it emphasized that its work was 
not .to be looked upon as charity. 
‘“‘Nothing was to be given away but 
good deeds and good advite,’’ and 
those only to deserving hard workers. 

In the decades that. have’ passed 
since these purposes were proclaimed, 
other organizations have sprung up -to 
relieve the union of some of its func- 
tions. Its employment agency was 
one of the latest to go, having been 
taken over by the State during the 
War. The union now holds itself 
strictly to legal service, giving its 
good offices primarily in the matter 
of collecting wagés due. 

Many troubled persons find their 
‘way to its offices. The superintend- 
ent, Miss Elizabeth R. Ogilby, hears 
their stories, then arranges for a con- 
sultation. -No advice is offered -ex- 
cept by the union’s lawyers. An ap- 
pointment is made with the employer; 
and he, the counsel and the complain- 
ant thrash the. subject. out in the 
union’s: office. :The moment it is 
known that a woman worker has such

tisements, leads to other difficulties. A 
woman reports to sell books or stock- 
ings with only a hazy idea of the plan 
of commission and bonus’ payment of- 
fered. Disappointment is her lot when 
she discovers, after some weeks of 
work, what. the arrangeméht really is. 

‘‘We had a complaint not long ago,”’ 
Miss Ogilby explained, ‘‘frem a wo- 
man who, in answer to an advertise- 
ment, was employed on ‘child welfare 
work, té cover conventions, lecture 
and so on. She said she had been 
promised a monthly salary and; in ad- 
dition, a boous for every. day’s work. 
At the end of the first month her em- 
ployer..refused to pay her anything, 
and she came to us. 


“‘When we visited the employer he 


produced a contract which provided 
that he was‘not to pay her anything 
until she ‘had worked 100 days. One 
of our main difficulties arises from the 
attitude .of many women toward con- 
tracts. When we ask them if they 
Signed a contract, they will reply, \‘I 


signed something, but I don’t know 


what it was.’ 


Nurses and Dressmakers Aided. 

“Many nurses come to us. People 
will call for them then when they ar- 
rive, tell them they are not needed 
and refuse to pay ‘them -anything, 
though the time of a nurse’s service’ 
commences “when she leaves home. 
Many of these working women would 
never collect much of what is owing 
to ‘them if we did not help, Our in- 
vestigation often sets their minds at 
rest-even when we cannot collect their 
money for them right aways 

“Not long ago a nurse presented an 
unpaid bill for $68. When we looked 
up her patient ve found that his busi- 
ness had gone to pieces. while he was 
In the hospital and, because he had 
been taken to that particular hospital, 
societies to which he belonged refused 
to aid him. _He assured us that he 
intended to’ pay the nurse and would 
do the best he could. We arranged 
for him to pay $5 at a time, and so 
eventually the debt was discharged. 

“Dressmakers keep us busy, too. 
Theirs is a passing trade, but those 
that remain in it have a hard time. 
One of them recently brought us a 
claim for $88.90 she could not collect 
froni the husband of a customer who 
had died. He insisted that he knew 
nothing about the work. It looked. as 
if we would have to sue ‘him, he was 
so stubborn; but-after our lawyer had 
a talk with him he handed out $40. 
‘Give me the change,’ was all he had 
to say 

“tn the case of losers by bad in- 
vestments there is nothing the union 
can do, But. the cause of the work- 
ing woman is championed, no matter 
how small the amount involved. Some 
settlements represent large amounts. 
Sixteen claims were recently registered 
against.a theatrical dressmaker by hcir 
employes. The union was busy on the 
cases for weeks. Inthe end the em- 
ployer went into bankruptcy with a 
settlement for 25 cents on the dollar.”’

Attitude te Arbitration. 
Note.that, in the matter of defense, 


f each country, according to her needs

If we 
have the strongest army, England has 
the strongest. navy, the United States 
the greatest’ resources in men, treas- 
ure and material. 

We do not, moreover, exclusively 
count on force for our safety. Our }- 
critics conveniently forget that, in 
spite of-sad previous experiences, we 
were foremost in devising and accept- 
ing the protocol of Geneva and the 
agreements of Locarno, both having 
for their object the pacific settlement 
of quarrels. 

They forget that, but insist very 
much. on other topics and describe us 
as wanting, for instance, to subject 
to ouf tyrannical iron rule in Morocco 
Abd-el-Krim and his Riffians. 

But we do not. They live in a.coun- 
try with which we have nothing to do, 
and the more prosperous and happy 
they are the more pleased we shall 
be. What we objett to is that, they 
recently chose to. leave their country 
and to invade the one where we have 
introduced peace and prosperity, 
winning the good-will of the people 
that not only did they give us no 
trouble at the time of our trial, but 
volunteered. to fight for us .and 
actually fought in splendid fashion 
throughout the great war. Let the in- 
vaders go home and pledge themselves 
to stay there and peace. will reign 
again.

This view of the case.is disputed by 
others, who think the evidence is that 
the civilization ‘of Mesopotamia or 
Blam aritedated that of Egypt. Ac- 
cording to Flinders Petrie, Elam is the 


rie, that the styles of pottery and art 
originating in Elam spread over the 


ancient world. Others think the pres- 
ent-day evidence is too flimsy to base 
any opinion as to the cradle of civili- 
zation. §till another opinion ‘is that \it 
was cfadled indépefidently at different 
places. The problem is one of many 
the Rockefeller gift: should .help to 
solve. New material bearing’ on the 
question is constantly coming to light, 
but scholars differ in their interpreta- 
tion. Further excavation and the fur- 
ther study of half understood records 
will at some, time lift the fog that now 
hangs over the beginning of things.

nia or Elam was the first to make the. 


leap over the barrier separating baer- 
barism from civilization, Egyptian 
archaeology. throws the chief light on 
civilization’searly spread. . Egypt is 
the great reporter of this most impor- 
tant of all epochs) She:wrote the 
story'-everywhere; on imperishable 
materials, The Nile. Valley is one 
great chest of. archives from which 
only, a small proportion .of, the mean- 
ing has yet been extracted. _. 

The rise of early empires and all 
great developments from” 4000 .or 
5000 B. C. 40: the time of the: Greek 
historians have their. fullest. récords. in 
Egyptian archaeslogy. If all other re- 
mains of the ancient- world were oblit- 
erated, Egypt would tell something of 


the history of nearly. every old. king- ' 


dom. The story..of the great con- 
quests and social revolutions wrought 
by the Invention of the bronze sword 
has registered itself strongly ‘n Egypt. 

Discoveries along the Nile \tell the 
story of the: appearance of the horse 
on the scene of history, around 1800 
B.C. Horse-tréeding northerfi na- 
tions, using thelr horses bdth for 
transport arid for chariot offensives, 
smashed through the old-style battle 
lines as the tanks did in the last days 
of the great war. ‘The horse com- 
pletely realigned nations and dynas- 
ties in the:East. Egypt fell before the 
horsemen about 1800. B: C, 

Four ‘or five centuries later, the 
Egyptian records show inferentially 
another series of disasters to the old 
established monarchies about the Med- 
iterranean, due to another descent of 
northern invaders, this time equipped 
with superior iron weapons. 

_ Priceless Tablets Dug Up. 

The fifteenth century B. C. was an 
absolute blank fifty years ago. . His- 
torians doubted whether anything 
could ever be known of a period so 
remote. Today the affairs of scores 
of cities and kingdoms of that. time 
are known. In this case, as usual, 
the facts came to light in Egypt. One 
day an Arab approached an Egyptolo- 
gist with a baked clay tablet covered 


for a few dollars. He and other Arabs 
came back with ether tableta. They 
were working a mine of writing, tipon 
which they had stumbled accidentally. 

For a few dollars apiece (the pride 
later rising). these Arabs sold the 
greatest historical discoveries: ever 
made.: The fablets bore the ‘diplo- 
matic correspondence of. Amenhotep 
III with Kings of Babylonia and«As- 
syria; with Hatti (the Hittite King- 
dom of Asia Minor); with various Gov- 
ernors and Princes of Syria ahd Pales- 
tine. The source of the Arab tablets 
was discovered and archaeologists sys- 
tematically excavated the mound at 
Amarna, which contained the ancient 
State Department files. 

From the names of cities, Kings and 
peoples, and from. the accounts of: in- 
ternational developments among these 
tablets, the history of the age has been 
read and elaborate maps of the world 
as it. then existed have “been con- 
structed, , : 

This correspondence established the 
forgotten Hittite Empire as one of 
the three pillars of the ancient world. 
It stimulated excavation in Hittite 
centres, which has. recently resulted 
ih the deciphering of that language, 
with amazing results. One of the Hitt- 
ite tablets,.. for instance, contains 
mention of a marauding expedition by 
Atreus, the father of Agamemmon,

‘Collectors Value Above Al Other ‘Books Work 
Of the German Printer That Made and 


: the record price of $106,000 
'¥. paid at a public sale last week 
for a singte book, another of 
the world's rare literary treasures 
comes to this country. The ‘Melk 
Monastéry copy of the Gutenberg 
Bible, which had remained in the 
hands of the Benedictine order from 
> . the time it was issued, nearly a half 
_ éentury before Columbus discovered 
América, udtil June of last -year, is 
one of the forty-five copies. remaining 
in existence. ae 
_ ‘About 800 copies of the first print 
Bible were issued. Of those extant 
more than twenty are imperfect, Only 
‘four complete copies and two e 
volumes ‘are known to-remain in"pri- 
vate hands. The Gutenberg Bible is 
declared by collectors to be four times 


as scarce as the first folio of Shake-j° 


spéare. Although nearly five cerituries

Evolution of the ‘‘Dry’’ Law. 


Prohibition as a Goverpment . policy 
4s going through a process of. judicial 
evolution. The chief attacks on it 
and on.the methods - of enforcement 
have been made in recent. years in 
the courts, where alone those who 
have-felt aggrieved have. entertained 
hope of relief: 

“The Supreme Court has’ been very 
strict “in construing the Eighteenth 
Amendment and the -Volstead - act 
‘favorably to the contentions of ‘those 
who have been: charged with -énforce- 
ment,’’. said a lawyer. who:lias-had‘a 
good deal to do with.the handling of 
the Government’s side in many. cases.

“Prohibition makes necessary the 
reinterpretation of nearly all the: ora 
principles of law, almost every branch 
of ‘whi is involyed.- Most people 
think of prohibition ‘as having “to do 
only with criminal law, but it involves: 
property law, équity as well as tom-~ 
mon ‘law ‘litigation, and even the ad- 
miralty Jaws.”’ 

Both “the Eighteenth Amendment® 
and the Vdlstead: act *Were  atétekéa-| 
on. constitutional grounds -in a -group 
of cases bunched together a 4910/atia*| 
Gisposed of .with a single. brief de- 
cision,: Both. were upheld, but many 
questions of interpretation: were left: to 
the future. 


‘Many Issues Arise: 


**It is impossible now,” said Justice 
McReynolds, who concurred .in. the 
Court’s findings but filed: an’ expres- 
sion of his own, “to say with fai 
certainty what construction should be 
given to the Hizhteenth Amendment. 
Because of the bewilderment which it 
creates a multitude of questions will 
inevitably arise and demand solution 
here. Inthe -circimstances I prefer 
to re n free to consider these ques- 
tions. when they arrive.*” - 

One ‘of the contentions made in: the 
Volstead act cases was that: Congress 
had. exceeded its: power under the 


Eighteenth Amendment ‘in. prescribing 


all beverages coi.taining more than :one- 
half of 1 per cent. of alcohol when béy- 
erages. ..ight contain a larger amotint 
and still not be ‘intoxicating. . “While 
recognizing that there are limits be- 
yond. which Congress cannot go; the 
Court ruled that the: amendment had 
not been infringed by, that provision. 
In the so-called beer cases the Court 
was more explicit concerning the pow- 
er of Congress ‘to go beyond ‘the exact 
letter of the amendment. ~ ~

“Common Knowledge” ’ Cotsidéred.:

This decision” ‘was’ on ‘both law ‘and 


the antecedent ciréumstances. consti- 
tuted ‘‘probable cause.’” Among these’ 
was the fact of ‘‘common knowledge,”* 
of which the Court took cognizance, } 
that Detroit. ‘‘is one of the most active 
centres for introducing illegally into 
the country. spiritous ‘liquors for dis- 
tribution into the interior.” ° 

In trapping a group of.narcotic péd- 
dlers, Federal ‘officers were led to.sus- 
pect that cocaine could ‘be found in’a. 
house other ‘than‘tnat'in which they 
made purchases. The: house was 
searched without a warrant, a can of 
cocaine was: found, and its possessor 
was convicted by the use of the -co- 
caine as ‘evidence against ‘him. The 
Court held that, this infringed the 
Fourth arid Fifth- Amendments. 

‘“‘The protection .of the .Fourth 
Amendment ‘extends to’ all equally—to 
those justly ‘suspected .or accused as 
well. as’ to’ the imnocent,’’ said the 
Court ‘in annulling the conviction. 
“The search of ‘a, private dwelling 
without a ‘warrant is in itself unrea- 
sonable and abhorrent’ to, our: laws. 
* * * Jt is well settled that, when 
properly. invoked, the, Fifth Amend- 
ment protects every person from in- 
crimination. by the use of eviderice ob- 
tained through search or seizuré made 
|-in violation. of his. rights under (tHe) 
Fourth Amendment.’’ 


‘When Home May Be Searched. 


This last ruling is contrary to ‘som 
that haye been made by lower Fed- 
eral courts in: prohibition cases. .

The only difference is that 
Congress has some of the powers for- 
merly belonging to the States alone. 
A State probably can go further than 
Congress ‘in the premises, for Con- 
gress’s powers are confined ‘to those 
granted in the Bighteenth Amend- 
ment, while a State’s powers are 
broader.

Harel is to have her 
tablet and Clause'a statue, shall other 
noted sons of the saticepan go neglect- 
ed? Nay, for it would Ieave the mold 
of neglect ‘upon great names. .WHto, 
for instance, would consent: that the 
creators of Camembert ahd the tooth- 
some pAt6 ‘should be permitted to 
enter the company of immortals while.

If we should begin to enumerate the 
galaxy of those who have toyed with 
the roasting pan to the everlasting de- 
light of man a race of statues must 
spring from the unhewn marble. and 
the molten bronze.

| fellows they »were, those’ masters of 
the kitchen fire! No other race ‘of 
men have known sweeter fame. When. 
Robert brewed his sauce Napoleon sat 
upon.an uneasy throne and the nation 
staggered along the road to glory as 
it had but yesterday. tottered upon 
the brink of dismay. Yet the sauce 
Robert was an achievement hailed no 
less than the sun of Austerlitz. Men 
paused in the Houlevards and gathered

It has been said that the Revolution 
brought the restaurant to France be- 
cause the Revélution was fostered by 
gossip and the festaurant was the 
natural place of gossip.. At least it is 
true that the growth of restaurants 
can bet ced to the days of the “Mar- 
Seillaise,”’ and those days also brought 
with them a new-era of cookery. In 
1789 Paris had a hundred restaurants, 
according to’ old annals, but in 1804 
the Almanach des Gourmands listed 
almost 600. 


" Old’ Masters ‘of Gastronomy. 


While Robert was brewing his 
sauce two-other “notable cooks lent 
glory to the art, Rechaud and Meril- 
lion. The three of them have been 
termed the Raphael, Michelangelo and 
Rubens of gastronomy. It is certain 
that they were’ celébrated men. when 
the. names of. Napoleon’s Marshals 
were less well known. Any one might 
be a Marshal, since every soldier 
carried a baton in his Knapsack,- but 
it was not evety man who could roast 
a dyck to the Patisiah taste. And the 
tenure of a Marshal often was shorter 
and sadder than the reign of a cook.
